MINISTER REVIEWS FOREIGN RELATIONS SITUATION, PROSPECTS 
Paris REVOLUTION in French No 158, 11 Mar 83 pp 22,23 


[Interview with Paolo Jorge, minister of foreign affairs, by Gérard Gatinot, 
in Luanda, date not given] 


[Text] "Do not forget that my country is at war..." will 
be repeated to me several times by Paolo Jorge, minister 
of foreign affairs of the People's republic of Angola, and 
member of the Central Committee of the MPLA-Labor Party, 
during a conversation lasting over 2 hours in Luanda. 


"Pretoria's aggression, intended to destabilize our popu- 
lar regime, like that of other countries in the "front 
line*" has political and economic goals," explains Paulo 
Jorge. 


"Our first five-year plan, set up for the years 1980-1985 
with the goal of improving living conditions for our 
people, has not reached all its objectives: a large part 
of material and human resources have to be used for Nation- 
al Defense, to preserve the integrity of our country. 


Four hundred thousand square kiolmeters of our territory, 
inhabited by over a million of our compatriots, are sub- 
jected to attacks by the South Africans. These are areas 
of great economic importance for agriculture, cattle rais- 
ing , industry, and fishery. Without counting losses of 
human lives, the damage to our economy is over 17 billion

{Question} Do you think that the discussions in progress between Angola 
and South Africa might ~esult soon in an agreement? 


[Answer] It all depends on our interlocutor. The People's Republic of 
Angola has no_ frontiers with South Africa. But it does have one with 
Namibia, whose territory is illegally occupied by 10,000 soldiers of Pretor- 
ia, which is using it as a base for its aggressions all along our frontier.

At first we rejected every attempt at contact with South Africa. However,as 
we found ourselves in a dead lock, we could no longer refuse diplomatic chan- 


nels. 


In November 1982, for the first time, we responded positively to a proposal 
for a meeting that was held in the island of Sal, a Cape Verde Islands ter- 
ritory. The only issue was to be the specific case of Namibia and finding 
out when Pretoria will make up its mind to apply the resolutions of the UN 
Security Council, denouncing repeatedly its aggressions, and in particular, 
resolution 485 of 27 June 1980, which ‘strongly condemned the use by South 
Africa of the international territory of Namibia as a base for its armed in- 
vasions and the destabilization of the People's Republic of Angola.' 


‘Question! The South African minister of foreign affairs cites the resump- 
tion of fighting in the north of Namibia as reason to consider the chances 
of anagreement as "tenuous." 


(Answer! We consider SWAPO to be the sole authentic representative of the 
Namibian people. It is legitimate to sustain the armed struggle that it is 
waging against the South African occupier. 


The problem of Namibia is not Angola's problem alone. The situation in that 
country is under the responsibility of the UN. Any one of its members may 
be concerned about what is going on there.... 


‘Question}] What do you expect of France to lead to a solution of the conf- 
licts in this part of western Africa? 


[Answer] In application of UN resolution 485, France, with Great Britain, 
Canada, the Federal republic of Germany, and the United States, is partici- 
pating in the "contact group" set up to undertake conversations with Angola 
and the other "front line" countries on the Namibia problem. 


The UN resolution provided for 1: a cease-fire; 2. the withdrawal of 
South Africa's occupation troops. 


Then we were supposed to go on: 


end January: to the adoption of the constitutional principle for 
the election of a constituant Assembly; 


end March: to the installation of United Nations forces to preserve 
the democratic process; 


in April: to free, just elections. 


But that was not to be achieved in 1982! The cease-fire has not yet been 
decided upon. An electoral system has still not been established! 


The United States, which sustains the Pretoria regime, is mainly responsible 
for this situation. 














[Question] It cites the presence of Cuban forces in your territory as jus- 
tification for delaying negotiations, and calls for their withdrawal first. 


[Answer] That is a claim that the People's Republic of Angola has rejected. 


The international community has also spoken out against this gross interfer- 

ence. As early as 31 march 1976, Security Council resolution 387 recognized 

"the legitimate national right of any state in the exercise of its sovereign- 
ty to request assistance from any state or group of states." 


Angola's postion is clear too. On 4 February 1981, the governments of Ango- 
la and Cuba pointed out that the decision on the withdrawal of these inter- 
national troops depended on them alone. 


We shall proceed to their gradual reduction as soon as the aggression of 
which our country is a victim has ceased. The establishment of normal dip- 
lomatic relations between independent countries cannot be subjected to con- 
ditions or preconditions by anyone whatsoever. 


Let us hear rather about the military occupation by the South African troops 
of a part of our territory, and even of Ngiva, the capital of the province 
of Cunene. That is still costing us dead, wounded, and disabled by the 
thousands, who are the subject of special care suppeo~ted by our economy. 


[Question] To what extent does the Organization for African Unity support 
you? 


[Answer] The OAU's goal is still the total liberation of the African conti- 
nent, where the interventions of the United States are past numbering. 

Since the organization's summit meeting in Nairobi in June 1981, its acti- 

vity has been practically paralyzed. The admission of the Saharan Democrat- 
ic Arab Republic was merely a pretext, raised in particular by Morocco, to 

contest the OAU. In reality, the United States did not want its meeting to 


be held in Tripoli. 


A commission was formed to unblock the situation. The SDAR was even asked 
not to participate in the 19th summit! It was on that basis that they would 
go to Tripoli.... The same "disputants" then raised the issue of Chad and 
the need for its dual representation. That is proof of the intention of sa- 


botaging that summit. 


The only question to be asked is how long a minority will impede the work cof 
a large majority with disdain for the necessary solidarity with struggling 
African peoples, the economic development of our countries, when the situa- 


tion is already so difficult. 


[Question] What do you hope for from the next meeting of the non-aligned 
countries? 


[Answer] The importance of the event is due to the fact that it will take 
place in India. All who will meet there do not think in the same way: it 














is a heterogeneous movement. It is an important international platform for 
the countries of the Third World to be able to express their problems. 


But certain imperialist countries have not given up sowing dissension. Some 
complex issues remain unsolved: 


the representativity of Kampuchea: pressures are being brought upon 
the government of India. For us, the government of the People's Republic of 
Kampuchea is the only authentic representative of the country. It is impos- 
sible to agree to the presence of men from Pol Pot's clique. This is out of 
the question? Then we are in favor of leaving this place vacant. 


the Iran-Iraq war: this conflict is no use to either of the two 
countries, nor to the non-aligned countries; 


the threats to revolutionary countries, in Latin America as well as 
in Indochina; 


lastly, the world economic situation and the effects of the capital- 
ist crisis which clearly set forth the need for a new international economic 


order. 
[Question] How are its effects manifested in Angola? 


[Answer] While the war obliges us to devote a large part of our budget to 
our security, world inflation weighs heavily upon our economy. World re- 
cession affects our planning, and our foreign debt is considerable, despite 
the great value of the products that we export: diamonds, oil, coffee.... 


It is also because our country possesses so many resources that it is sub- 
ject to these aggressions. Our economy cannot be conceived of like that 
of a country living in peace time.... 


For over 20 years, our people have been fighting arms in hand for their 
independence. Is it a crime to fight for that?

[Text] By virtue of an order from the president of the republic signed on 

7 February 1983, the office and staff of the prime minister have been reorgan- 
ized. According to the order, in order to carry out the tasks entrusted to 
him, the prime minister has: a private secretariat; a general secretariat; 
and related departments. 


Chapter I. Concerning the Private Secretariat 


1 -- The private secretariat has two departments: the internal affairs depart- 
ment and the security department. 


2 -- Organization and operation of the private secretariat are the subject of 
a special document. 


Chapter II. Concerning the General Secretariat 


Placed under the authority of a general secretary assisted by a deputy general 
secretary, both appointed by order, the general secretariat includes: the tech- 
nical advisers, special assistants; attaches; the department of the agenda; 

the translating department; the documentation and archives department; the 
protocol department; the directorate of economic and technical affairs; the 
directorate of legislative and regulatory affairs; the general administration 


directorate. 


The general secretary, who has the rank and prerogatives of a minister, follows 
the terms of reference submitted for the approval of the prime minister and 
coordinates the activity of departments. 


For this purpose, he and his deputy have the power to sign. 


He draws up the agenda for interministerial meetings and those of certain coun- 
cils and technical committees placed under the chairmanship of the prime min- 
ister and acts as secretary for these meetings. 

















He oversees the execution of decisions made by the prime minister. 


He has a private secretariat, whose organization and operation are set by 
a separate text. 


Technical advisers, special assistants and attaches perform all tasks entrusted 
to them by the prime minister, the general secretary or the deputy general 
secretary. 


Placed under the authority of a department head who is aided by a deputy, the 
department of the agenda handles all in-coming and out-going mail and follow- 
up letters. It includes four offices: the office of in-coming mail; out-going 
mail; the files office; and the sorting and classification office. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, the translating depar “ment 
in responsible for day-to-day translation of documents entrusted to it by the 
prime minister, the general secretary or the deputy general secretary. 


It includes two offices: the French-language translating office; and the 
English-language translating office. 


Placed under the authority of a department head who will be aided by a deputy, 

the documentation and archives department is responsible for research, the cen- 
tralization, use and dissemination of all documents of interest to the depart- 

ments and for the preservation of the archives. 


It includes two offices: the documentation office and the archives office. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, who will be aided by a 
deputy, the protocol department is responsible for receptions and ceremonies 
presided over by the prime minister and for decorations. 


It ensures liaison with the civilian staff of the president and protocol of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs.. 


Chapter III. Economic and Technical Affairs 

Placed under the authority of a director, to be aided by two eputies, named by 
presidential orders, the directorate of economic and technical affairs is 
responsible for the study of economic, technical or financial affairs. 


It includes six studies directors and six assistant studies directors. 


Chapter IV. Legislative and Regulatory Affairs 


Placed under the authority of a director, aided by two deputies to be named by 
presidential orders, the directorate of legislative and regulatory affairs is 

responsible for the drafting and supervision of the application of legislative 
and regulatory texts, as well as inspections of the application of regulations. 














It includes: four studies directors; three assistant studies directors; and 
the stamp department. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by two deputies, 
the stamp or visa department is responsible for overseeing the stamping of 

orders issued by ministers within the framework of their respective powers, as 
well as decisions on the hiring and removal of personnel under the Labor Code. 


It includes five offices: the office of non-government personnel; the office 
of government employees in the general administration; the office of government 
personnel in the social services; the office of government personnel in tech- 
nical departments and financial agencies; the office of approval and supervi- 
sicn of administrative management. 


Chapter V. General Affairs Directorate 


Placed under the authority of a director, to be aided by a deputy, both named 
by presidential order, the directorate of general affairs is responsible for 
general problems of management, personnel management, preparation and execution 
of the budget, material and equipment management and building maintenance. 


It includes the department of the budget and equipment, the maintenance depart- 
ment and the personnel department. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by a deputy, the 
department of the budget and equipment is responsible for the drafting and exe- 
cution of the departmental budget; management and conservation of equipment; 
and the purchase and supplying of the various materials and equipment needed 


for the operation of department. 


It includes three offices: the office of the budget; the equipment office; 
the office of accounting-materials. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by a deputy, the 
maintenance department is responsible for maintaining buildings and department 


equipment. 


It has two offices: the office of building maintenance and the office of 
maintenance of courts and gardens. 


Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by a deputy, the 
department of personnel is responsible for managing ail departmental personnel. 


It includes three offices: the office of government personnel; the office of 
non-government personnel; and the files office. 





Chapter VI. Related Departments 


Related departments are organized by special legislation. 


All preceding provisions are abrogated, particularly Order No 81/104 of 14 March 
1981 concerning reorganization of the departments of the prime minister. 








President's Office Chart

[Text] On 3 March, the chief of state signed an order reorganizing the Office 
of the President. The major innovation included in the text is the integration 
of protocol, previously a directorate in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, into 
the internal departments of the civilian staff. 


Placed under the authority of a director, aided by a deputy, who will have the 
respective ranks of director and deputy director of central administration, 
protocol is responsible for welcoming guests of the chief of state, the organ- 
ization of official ceremonies with the participation of the chief of state, 
invitations and meetings with the chief of state and official trips. 


It includes three departments: the reception and ceremonies department; the 
department of invitations and etiquette; and the official trip department. 


On 3 March, the chief of state signed an order reorganizing the Office of 
the President. 


We are publishing the essential portions of that text below: 


Article 1. The Office of President includes: the general secretariat; the 
civilian staff; the military staff; the minister delegate to the presidency 
in charge of relations with assemblies; the minister delegated to the general 
inspectorate and administrative reform; ministers-special assistants; special 
advisers; the roving ambassadors; and related departments. 


General Secretariat 





Article 2. The general secretariat is responsible for handling all affairs 
submitted for the approval of the chief of state and all dossiers entrusted 
to it by the president. 


It follows up the execution of decisions made by the chief of state. 


Article 3. The general secretariat is placed under the authority of a general 
secretary with the rank and prerogatives of minister of state. 


He is aided by two deputy general secretaries with che rank and prerogatives 
of minister or vice minister. 


Article 4. The general secretariat includes: the technical advisers: special 
assistants: attaches: internal devartments: and related departments. 


Article 5. The general secretary is responsible for: the general direction 
of the general secretariat: the handling of matters submitted for the approval 
of the president: and the planning and secretarial duties connected with 


Cabinet meetings. 





Article 6. Powers can be delegated by a special text to deputy general secre- 
taries, who therefore have the power to sign. 


Article 7. Technical advisers and special assistants responsible for a divi- 
sion are directly under the general secretary. 


The domain of their own competency may be established by a special text. 
They may thereby be empowered to sign by the general secretary. 
Technical advisers will be aided by special assistants or attaches. 


Technical advisers, special assistants and attaches do all work entrusted to 
them by the president of the republic, the general secretary and the deputy 


general secretaries. 


Article 8. The internal departments of the general secretariat include: 

the private secretariat of the general secretary; private secretariats of 
deputy general secretaries; the direction of regulatory affairs; the direction 
of general affairs; the central direction of data processing and remote com- 
puterization; direction of linguistic departments; central direction of markets; 
the press department; the department of the agenda; the cipher office and the 
order and operations department. 


Article 9. Placed under the authority of a director, the directorate of 
regulatory affairs is responsible for: the supervision, finalization and 
publication of regulatory texts; administrative litigation that comes before 
the Office of the President; approval of the individual decisions emanating 
from departments under the Office of the President. 


It includes: the department of regulations; the stamp or visa department; 
and the department of the JOURNAL OFFICIEL. 


Article 10. Placed under the authority of a department head, to be assisted 
by a deputy, the department of regulations includes two offices: the office 
of regulations and the office of legislative and regulatory archives. 


Article 11. Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by 
a deputy, the department of the JOURNAL OFFICIEL is made up of two offices: 
the translating office and the liaison office. 


Article 12. Placed under the authority of a department head, to be assisted 
by a deputy, the stamp or visa department is made up of two offices: the 
office for stamping or approving regulatory documents; and the office for 
stamping individual decisions. 


Article 13. Placed under the authority of a director, the general affairs 
directorate is responsible for personnel questions, matters relating to the 


budget and equipment. 











It includes: the personnel department; the budget and equipment department; 
and the radio liaison department. 


Article 14. Placed under the authority of a department head, the personnel 
department is made up of one office: the personnel office. 


Article 15. Placed under the authority of a department head, the budget and 
equipment department is made up of two offices: the budget office and the 
equipment office. 


Article 16. The radio liaison department is headed by a department head. 


Article 17. The central data processing and remote computerization director- 
ate, the directorate of linguistic services and the central market directorate 
are governed by special texts. 


Article 18. The press department is responsible for: relations with the na- 
tional and international press; press conferences and interviews with the 
chief of state; the daily broadcasting of condensed press commentaries; and 
subscription to newspapers for the departments of the Office of the President. 


Article 19. The agenda and operations department is directed by a department 
head, to be aided by a deputy. 


It is made up of four offices: the otfice of in-coming mail; out-going mail; 
the office of confidential mail and markets; the office of files and archives. 


Article 20. Attached to the general secretariat of the Office of the President 
are the following departments: the general delegation for national security, 
with respect to its administration; the permanent secretariat for national 
defense; the national documentation center; presidential security; the direc- 
torate of national archives; and the secretariat of the high council of the 


magistracy. 


Organization of these departments is set by special texts. 


Chapter II. Civilian Staff 


Article 21. The civilian staff is responsible for: private matters; meetings 
with the president; work relating to the furnishing of the presidential office 
and residences; protocol; and official trips. 


Article 22. The civilian staff of the Office of the President is placed under 
the authority of a chief of staff with the rank and prerogatives of minister. 


The chief of staff is to be aided by a deputy with the rank and prerogatives 
of vice minister. 


Article 23. Technical advisers, special assistants and attaches do all the work 
work entrusted to them by the president of the republic, the chief of staff or 


his deputy. 
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Article 25. The internal departments of the civilian staff include: the 
private secretariat of the chief of staff; the private secretariat of the 
deputy chief of staff; the palace administration; protocol; and the office of 


the chancellory. 


Article 26. The private secretariats and palace administration are governed 
by special texts. 


Article 27. Protocol is the responsibility of a director of protocol, aided 
by a deputy, who have the respective ranks and prerogatives of director and 
deputy director of the central administration. 


Article 28. Prot:ocol includes: welcoming the guests of the chief of state; 
the organization of official ceremonies with the participation of the chief 
of state; invitations of the chief of state; and official trips. 


It involves three departments: the reception and ceremonies department; the 
department of invitations and etiquette; and the official trip department. 


Article 29. The welcoming and ceremonies department is under the authority of 
a department head, aided by a deputy. It is responsible for greeting guests 

of the chief of state; planning ceremonies for the presentation of credentials, 
together with the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 


It is made up of two offices: the reception office; and the ceremonies office. 


Article 30. Placed under the authority of a department head, aided by a deputy, 
the department of invitations and etiquette is responsible for matters involv- 
ing invitations; updating of the list of precedence of members of the govern- 


ment and other Cameroor.tan officials. 


Article 31. Placed under the authority of a department head, to be aided by 
a deputy, the department of official trips is responsible for planning the 


trips of the chief of state. 
Chapter III. Military Staff 


Article 32. The military staff is responsible for: examination of military 
matters entrusted to it by the president; the study of military matters which, 
according to the laws and regulations, come under the Office of the President; 


and presidential air liaison. 


In addition, it participates in the organization of military honors to be paid 
to the president of the republic and foreign chiefs of state at the different 


ceremonies. 


Article 33. The military staff includes: the chief of staff; aides-de-camps; 
officers serving as technical advisers; the department of military affairs; and 


the air liaison department. 


Internal organization of the military staff is set by decree. 











Chapter IV. Ministers Delegated to-the Office of President 


Article 34. The minister delegated to the Office of the President in charge 
of relations with the assemblies is responsible for: relations with assem- 
blies and any other mission entrusted to him by the president. 


His departments are governed by special texts. 


Article 35. The minister delegated to the general inspectorate and administra- 
tive reform is responsible for supervision of public departments and implemen- 


tation of administrative reform. 
He performs all work and duties entrusted to him by the president. 
His departments are governed by special texts. 


Chapter V. Special Ministers 


Article 36. Special ministers perform all tasks and missions assigned to them 
by the president. 


Chapter VI. Special Advisers and Roving Ambassadors 


Article 37. The special advisers -.and roving ambassadors perform all tasks and 
missions entrusted to them by the president of the republic. 


However, under the authority of the general secretary, the special advisers 
may be asked to supervise or organize sectors of activity under the general 


secretary. 
Chapter VII. Miscellaneous Provisions 


Article 38. Subsequent tdxts will clarify the powers and operating procedures 
of the different departments of the Office of the President. 


Article 39. All previous provisions are abrogated, specifically: decrees 
Nos 75/468 of 28 June 1975, 77/352(a) of 1 September 1977, 80/282 of 23 July 
1980, and 82/289 of 8 July 1982. 


Article 40. This order will be recorded and published in the JOURNAL OFFICIEL 
in French and English.

S. AFRICA PLANS ATD FOR COMOROS, DIPLOMATIC TIES

[Text] A new tropical holiday playgound is to be developed in the Comoros 
using South African financial and technical assistance as a forerunner to 
Pretoria establishing diplomatic ties with the Indian Ocean islands’ gover-

The islands are of considerable strategic importance to South Africa-- 
politically, economically and from the point of view of defence. 


In order to foster better relations with the government of Mr Ahmed

Organise an agricultural development scheme using South African farming 
experts; 


-- Launch a crash housing aid scheme in the islands; 


-- Organise a R23-million loan from the Industrial Development Corporation 
to enable the islands" tourist industry to get off the gound. 


There is also talk of South Africa sending experts to help the Comoros 
people establish their own fishing industry. 


South African Government officials have worked carefully during the past 
eight years to develop closer ties with the Comorian people. 


Mr Ahmed Abdallah was reinstated as leader in a coup in 1978 after having 
been deposed in 1976 by a leftwing group. 


France and South Africa have been blamed for the coup, but this has been 
denied in Pretoria. 
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Relations between South Africa and the Comoros Islands Republic have since 
developed excellently. 


A government source yesterday praised Mr Abdallah's government for what he 
called "being the first" of several African countries to have the courage 
to advertise their links with South Africa. 


"We have similar relations with several other African countries and at 
least some of them are expected to follow the Comoros’ example in the near 
future," the Pretoria source said. 


Visits last year by more than 50,000 businessmen from black Africa was 
evidence of South Africa's growing ties with Africa, the source said. 


Mr Abdallah, through his Muslim faith, has strong connections with the 
Middle East, notably Kuwait and Oman, and this in itself would be sufficient 
to stir Pretoria's interest. 


Developments in the Indian Ocean islands will have important ramifications 
for the security of both the Indian Ocean region and Southern Africa.

ELF-PLF LEADER COMMENTS ON EVENTS IN ERITREA

[Text] Abu Dhabi, 12 Apr (QNA)--Osman Saleh Sabbe, chairman of the Central 
Council of the Eritrean Liberation Front-Popular Liberation Forces [ELF-PLF], 
who is currently visiting the UAE, has stated that he will launch a tour of 
a number of Arab Gulf countries, including Qatar, in which he will be 
accompanied by a unified Eritrean delegation from the Eritrean revolution 
factions leaders, in implementation of the national Eritrean unity agreement 
which was announced in Jidda, Saudi Arabia, in January. 


In a statement to QNA, Sabbe said the unity agreement among the Eritrean 
revolution factions is one of the most important Eritrean achievements 
during the past years thanks to the experience which the Eritrean revolution 
has gained over the past 10 years. He said this agreement was due to the 
good office efforts which were exerted by some fraternal Arab countries, 
including Saudi Arabia, which believed that the unity of the Eritrean 
revolution factions is a real strength which will enable them to reach a 
just solution to the Eritrean cause, whether peacefully or militarily. 





The Eritrean official said Ethiopia's reaction to the national Eritrean 
unity agreement was violent and severe. It amassed more than 120,000 
Ethiopian soldiers, led by foreign officers from communist countries, in 
its seventh military campaign against the Eritrean people in February to 
liquidate the Eritrean cause and people and impose a military solution that 
will not fulfill the Eritrean people's aspirations for liberation and inde- 


pendence after more than 20 years of struggle. 


Sabbe affirmed the failure of the seventh Ethiopian campaign in achieving 
its goals and said this was due to the steadfastness of the Eritrean people. 
Their blunt resistance and revolution forces the Ethiopian forces in this 
campaign to stop advancing toward the liberated rural areas and to return 
to their positions in the main cities after severe battles in which more 
than 5,000 Ethiopian soldiers were killed. 


The Eritrean official disclosed that the outcome of the Res Star campaign 
which Ethiopia launched against Eritrea last year resulted in the killing 
of 16,000 Ethiopian soldiers, Ethiopia's becoming convinced of the impossi- 
bility of resolving the Eritrean cause militarily, and the need to return 
to political manuevers to split the Eritrean revolution's ranks. 
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The Eritrean official also affirmed the Eritrean faction leaders’ readiness 
to negotiate with Ethiopia without any preconditions--provided that these 
negotiations be attended by a unified Eritrean delegation representing all 
factions--to reach a just solution to the Eritrean cause satisfactory to 


the Eritrean people. 


Sabbe called on the Arab, Islamic and friendly countries to support the 
Eritrean people in their struggle and not to leave them alone in their 
confrontation of the Ethiopian aggression aided by many foreign countries. 
He pointed out that the Eritrean people's need for aid increases daily in 
their battles, which are entering their second year and which resulted in 
the deaths of more than 400,000 Eritreans and Ethiopians. 


The Eritrean official said: We continue efforts to achieve the national 
unity among the Eritrean revolution factions. A merger has really taken 
place between the Popular Liberation Forces and the Revolutionary Council 
led by Ahmed Naser and Dr (Hebti), apart from the unity agreement which was 
signed among the three Eritrean factions--the Popular Liberation Force, 

the Revolutionary Council led by (Abdallah Idris) and the Revolutionary 
Committee--in preparation for merger of these factions. 


Sabbe expressed his thanks for the Western humanitarian associations and 
groups which are extending aid to Eritrean by sending doctors and delega- 
tions to the Eritrean refugee areas in eastern Sudan. He called on the

JONATHAN ON RSA DESTABILIZATION, FUTURE ELECTIONS

[Text] The prime minister, the right honorable Dr Leabua Jonathan, yester- 
day addressed a successful pitso [meeting of elders] at Mokomahatse in the 
Kweneng constituency. 


Addressing the public pitso, the prime minister referred to attacks being 
perpetrated from South Africa as an envy [as heard] by South Africa about 
the rapid developments that are taking place in Lesotho and for Lesotho's 
rejection of apartheid. He said South Africa, by destabilizing Lesotho, 
hopes to maintain a structural economic dependence of Lesotho on South 
Africa and that his government's rejection of apartheid, which holds that 

a white man is superior to a black man, has led to intimidations by South 
Africa to eliminate him and his ministers. He said Ntsu Mokhehle is being 
used as a tool to achieve this end. Dr Jonathan said despite these threats, 
he will continue improving the quality of life of Basotho and will strive 


towards their dignity as human beings. 


Referring to recent attacks of Pitseng Catholic Mission, the prime minister 
said Ntsu Mokhehle's and the boers' madness is at its highest. He said he 
will no longer tolerate political murders being carried out against the 
nation by a small political faction of Ntsu Mokhehle. 


Commenting on Mr Mofeli's recent accusation that he forbids people from 
attending his meetings, Dr Jonathan said that he has no power to stop people 
from attending political meetings of other parties. He concluded by saying 
that although he will call for elections soon, the exercise will be a mere 
formality as he will surely win, himself. 


The people of Kweneng and Mapoteng handed the prime minister a cash contribu- 
tion of 743 maluti, 55 cents to the fund established by the prime minister, 
himself, following the South African Defense Force raid on Maseru last year.

PRIME MINISTER JONATHAN 'PIONEER' OF COOPERATION WITH S. AFRICA

[Text] The prime minister, the right honorable Dr Leabua Jonathan, says 
that if the rulers of South Africa were to be honest with themselves, they 
would be the most appropriate persons to testify that amongst the leaders 
of Africa, he was the pioneer of dialogue and cooperation with South Africa. 
The prime minister said this today in the National Assembly in response 

to South African radio accusations that he was refusing to cooperate with 
South Africa. Dr Jonathan reminded the house that he was the first African 
leader to have dialogue with a South African prime minister when he met 

the late Hendrick Verwoerd, and at that time he was booed by the rest of 
Africa, including some of the countrieswhich South Africa was today trying 
to present as the champions of dialogue and cooperation with it. He sub- 
sequently also met with John Vorster who succeeded Verwoerd. 


He further pointed out that it was he who had accepted the offer from 
South Africa of the speaker's chair which is being used up to this day, 
for which he has no apologies made. During the presentation of the chair, 
Mokhetle's Basotholand Congress Party [BCP], which has now turned into 
South Africa's puppet on a string, had risen into hysterical protest. 

The prime minister pointed out that even in recent years, he had met with 
the South African prime minister, P.W. Botha at Peka Bridge, proving once 
more his belief in dialogue and cooperation. Among the things he raised 
with Botha during the meeting was the resuscitation of the Highlands water 
scheme, which the South Africans were today pretending is not wanted by 
him but his ministers, as if the ministers can persue a policy different 
from that which is led by him, as leader of government. The prime minister 
added that it was also at the Peka meeting that bh had as a result of our 
neighborliness proposed that South African farmers should help Basotho 
farmers with their advanced agricultural technology. 


Illucidating his government's policy towards South Africa, Dr Jonathan 

said that although he believed in dialogue and cooperation with South 
Africa, he did not believe in apartheid, and he did not accept that Lesotho 
should be South Africa's puppet. He said cooperation should rest on mutual 
respect for each other's sovereignty and on interdependence. 
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The prime minister said that South Africa did not want to speak the truth 
that he was the pioneer of dialogue and cooperation because they did not 
like his independent policy, and his refusal to turn Lesotho into their 
surrogate, and were now devising various means of toppling his government 
and replacing it with pliable puppets. 


The prime minister reiterated his denial that he was contemplating a one- 
party state, and said that on the contrary he would want to see many other 
parties. He pointed out however, that the Basotho people's rejection of 
other parties would leave only the Basotho National Party [BNP]. He said 
that he could not himself take the risk of declaring a one-party state 

as this will antagonize him with the Basotho who believe in freedom and 
difference of opinion. He said that those who were accusing him of wanting 
to declare a one-party state, were only denigrating him because of their 
jealousy of the growing success of the BNP.

LESOTHO LEADER'S REMARKS, REGIONAL REALITY

[Text] It's a fact of life in southern Africa that any exercise in develop- 
ment that excludes South Africa is an exercise in futility. It's a fact to 
which the governments of the region have accommodated themselves with varying 
degrees of enthusiasm. The degree generally also reflects the general level 
of their countries" economic achievements. 


Noticeably out of step with this tendency is the embattled government of 
Chief Leabua Jonathan of Lesotho. In one of his periodic tirades against 
this country, Chief Jonathan has declared that Basotho should stop fighting 
one another in order to prosecute more effectively the war with South 
Africa with which they are faced. 


While the Lesotho prime minister was beating the war drums, Swaziland's 
minister of foreign affairs, Mr Dlamini, was explaining a few southern 
African realities. He told the Tanzanian high commissioner that his govern- 
ment regarded dialogue as the cornerstone of settling issues. The economic 
and geographic position of countries in the region, such as Swaziland, was 
such that they are compelled to cooperation with South Africa. It was 

Mr Dlamini who, during the last bouts of sanctions hysteria at the United 
Nations, said bluntly that Swazilandwould be cutting its throat by breaking 
ties with South Africa. In that he was supported by Foreign Minister Archie 
Mogwe of Botswana, a country that is maintaining equally firm relations 


with the Republic. 





Lesotho itself is by no means unaware of the realities. In the pas* week 

its minister of water, energy and mining has disclosed that a feasibility 
study is about to be done on the huge Highlands Hydroelectric Project. 
Agreement with South Africa was imminent, he said. As in other fields of 
cooperation, such an agreement would merely be giving expression to a fact 
succinctly stated by Dr Chester Crocker more than 2 years ago. Dr Crocker 
pointed out that the essential elements for economic growth that were largely 
absent in Africa were provided in the subcontinent by South Africa. They 
include management, technical, and entrepreunial skills, capital, currency 
convertibility, tradeand transport links and electric power supply.

TRANSKEI LEADER CALLS APARTHEID MAIN THREAT

[Text] Umtata, April 12, SAPA--It was Transkei's firm belief that the 
greatest threat to peace and stability in southern Africa was not communism 
but apartheid itself, the Transkei prime minister, Chief George Matanzima, 
said in Umtata today. 


Chief Matanzima was delivering his keynote address as national leader to the 
19th annual congress of the ruling Transkei National Independence Party. 


He told delegates that Transkei resented being drawn into the defence of 
apartheid by various ruses under the pretext that "we are protecting our 
heritage from communist encroachment." 


"We are at variance with that government's continued subjection of our 
people to influx control and race laws that are directed specifically at 
blacks irrespective of where they come fron. 


"We are not in accord with the whole host of South Africa's apartheid laws, 
and we have repeatedly declared our total opposition to this inhuman 
system," he said. 


"We totally reject a system which strives to permanently arrogate 87 percent 
of the best land to 20 percent of a privileged caste and overcrowd the 
remaining meagre impoverished patches with the 87 percent of the total 
population." 


Chief Matanzima said Transkei's independence was ~ historical reality, and 
world attention was now focused on whether it was put tothe service of 
South Africa, or to the reinforcement and justification of apartheid with 
which she had no truck. 


"Our commitment to the liberation of the oppressed blacks and our denuncia- 
tion of apartheid have been in doubt. These are evidenced by our own dis- 
mantling of apartheid within Transkei, by our repeated offer and readiness 
to join hands with all opponents of apartheid on a non-violent basis, to 
rid this beautiful land of this universally condemned racist scourge. 
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"Our differences with certain political pundits and opinion makers are not 
based on fundamental objectives but in the methods and tactics of attaining 


these goals." 


"Our history and our political fortunes are irrevocably tied up with those 
of our oppressed brothers in South Africa. This is as true for Transkei 
as it is for our sister states of Lesotho, Swaziland and Botswana. 


“Our sovereignty, prosperity and freedoms can only be guaranteed by the 
liberation of the entire subcontinent. The onus is therefore on the blacks 
in this region to liberate themselves--freedom will not come from resolu- 
tions and slogans from distant forums." 


Blacks in South Africa would have to work out a political formula for 
freeing all South Africans from this retarding, stunting and beforming 
system--apartheid, Chief Matanzima said... 


The present constitutional dispensation was no reform but a retrogressive 
step. It was intended to buttress the privileged social group by the 
grudging admission of the coloureds and the Indians into the law-making 
process and consequently into the defence of apartheid. It was further 
tailored, he said, to widen the rift between the blacks and their brothers, 
coloureds and the Indians. 


It was the culmination of the dividing process which set them up in opposi- 
tion with each other as ethnic groups of Xhosas, Zulus, Sothos, Tswanas, 
Swazis, Ndebeles, Shangans, Pedis, Ciskei Xhosas and others. 





"I invite you all here and the nation as a whole to join in the talks 
currently going on between the varicis black leaders in South Africa, 
initiated by Dr Cedric Phatudi's call for black unity. 


"These were echoed last year and crystalised by President Matanzima and 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezi and other black leaders in varivus discussion forums. 


"The political reality of the South African situation is that a constitu- 
tional pattern exists in which there are independent and non-independent 
self-governing states, civil, political, business and religious organisa- 
tions within southern Africa, all subscribing to a democratic South African 


ideal. 


"A further reality is that these governments and organisations command 
broadly based constituencies, and enjoy the support of millions of black 
South Africans. Without their support and involvement there can be no 
successful liberation effort. 


"It is yet another truism that no single organisation can arrogate to 
itself the right to speak for these millions of oppressed South Africans, 
nor credit to itself the exclusive wisdom and know-how to shape the political 


destiny of these millions.

Chief Matanzima said the time had come for all to brace themselves for the 
covening of a national convention of all South Africans who embraced the 
ideals of non-racial democracy where they could, together, plana new South 
Africa of peace and prosperity. 


It was also a national task to root out the evil by-products of an archaic 
medieval educational system. 


Turning to the current drought he said it should be seen as a test of the 
people's resolve and maturity. 


"It is with this attitude and resolve that we must tackle our agricultural 
programme when implementing our five-year plan. Agriculture still remains 
our primary industry. 


"Our target is to be able to feed our people within the shortest possible 
time. We recognise our agricultural potential to supply the entire continent 
with a variety of agricultural products.

SWAZI PRINCE DETAILS MABANDLA'S 'SCHEME' 
MB151256 Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 15 Apr 83 ppl, 20 


[Text] Former Prime Minister Prince Mabandla, had planned to arrest more 
members of the Liqoqo and Royal Family, it was revealed yesterday. 


"However, when he realised that the ambitiousness of his scheme would 
eventually unseat him, he settled for the arrest of Chief Mfanawenkhose 
Maseko and myself," Prince Mfanasibili said yesterday. 


In an exclusive interview with THE TIMES, Prince Mfanasibili said the 
Monday following the weekend of their arrest was crucial for Prince 


Mabandla. 
"Understandably, he decided to strike first,"" said Prince Mfanasibili. 


"His plan that weekend was to arrest most of the members of the Liqogo and 
some members of the Royal Family." 


Prince Mfanasibili said that Prince Mabandla had at that time not abandoned 
his "fanciful dream" of assuming executive powers, and he denied that their 
arrest had anything to do with an alleged seditious statements against the 


police. 


"The allegations that the Chief and I had made seditious statements to the 
Queen Regent on February 3, to the effect that the police had been seen 
mobilising in Mbabane were not the true reason for our arrests," he said. 


Prince Mfanasibili said the information that the police had been seen 
mobilising, had been brought to members of Liqoqo by several people. 


He said: "When it was decided to draw the attention of Her Majesty to these 
rumours, the Chief and I were merely spokesmen of the Liqogqo. 


"To prove that there was no malice intended, Mabandla and the commissioner 
of police were summoned to Lobamba and asked whether they knew anything 


about these rumours." 
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Prince Mfanasibili stated that there could be no sedition or intent to 
cause sedition when the Liqoqo performed its duties. 


The Prince also told THE TIMES how he intercepted a "secret speech" intended 
for delivery from the throne on behalf of the Queen Regent. 


He said the speech had not been seen by Cabinet or the Monarch in draft 
form as is normal procedure, although the council was aware that some 
"clandestine speech" had been prepared by Prince Mabandla. 


The Liqoqo, he said, was then obliged to advise the Queen Regent to postpone 
the opening of Parliament. Another speech was then prepared by the Queen 
Regent's private secretary and later approved by Liqoqgo after being circu- 
lated among Cabinet ministers. 


But, Prince Mabandla refused to discuss it and instead, according to Prince 
Mfanasibili, sent the Queen Regent an introduction of a different speech, 


which was not submitted to her. 


"Having been satisfied that Mabandla was planning to have his secret speech 
read in Parliament the following day, the governor of Lobamba and I were 
entrusted with the task of intercepting his speech between Mbabane and 
Parliament,'’ Prince Mfanasibili disclosed. 


He added: "Accordingly, the minister for education who at that occasion 
had been designated high commissioner to present the speech from the 
throne...was instructed to report to the Royal Residence before proceeding 


to Parliament Building." 


"On arrival at Lobamba he was found to be armed with Mabandla's secret 
speech. This was impounded by Her Majesty and he was given the approved 


speech." 


In the meantime, Prince Mfanasibili said, Mabandla had given the copy of 
his speech to the Swaziland Broadcasting Service and to an international 
news agency for dissemination. 


"All these elaborate arrangements came to naught when I intercepted the 
illegal speech," he said. "Mabandla's conduct has been variously described 
as an ‘offence of treason’ and an ‘attempt to sut vert the authority of the 
Monarch.' The contents of his speech are regarded as highly treasonable." 


Parts of that speech, Prince Mfanasibili said, contradicted the king's 
Proclamation of April 12, 1973, the establishment of Parliament Order of 
1978 and the king's Proclamation 1982 in which the king redefined the 
functions of the Liqoqo making it a Supreme Council of State. 


"All these facts lead one to the conclusion that Mabandla was not only after 
extra powers, but that he was bent or destroying the royal house and the 
monarchy and replacing it with an executive president," Prince Mfanasibili 


declared. 
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He added: "It is ironic that to this day there are people in Swaziland 
who consider themselves loyal followers of the late King Sobhuza II, but 
can still stand up and call Mabandla an honest Swazi, dedicated to the well 


being of this country. 


Prince Mfanasibili said: "Only yesterday Mabandla was pleading with his 
late majesty to be allowed to handle the land issue with Pretoria because 
he felt he was competent to bring back that land to Swaziland. 


"It was only yesterday that the Queen Regent allowed him to visit Pretoria 
on the same issue. Today it is the same Mabandla who is advising the 
opponents of King Sobhuza II and giving them inside information on how to 
destroy the Swazi nation." 


He also disclosed that on February 28, three days after the opening of 
Parliament, Mabandla appeared before Liqoqo where he was asked to explain 
his conduct and the contents of his secret speech. 


During the meeting, he said, Prince Mabandla was accused of trying to usurp 
the executive powers from Lobamba and of persistently ignoring the adjust- 
ments that had been made since the departure of King Sobhuza II in the 
dealing with ministers so as to protect the official action of the monarch 


at all times. 


"He was advised to resign forthwith," Prince Mfanasibili said. "Under 
cross examination Mabandla broke down, bolted and ran away leaving his 
documents behind." 


Prince Mfanasibili said Mabandla was called to Lobamba again on the 3rd 
of last month, but declined to come. 


"He was summoned by Her Majesty, the following day and instructed to attend 
the meeting with the Liqoqo on March 7. 


"When Mabandla arrived to see the Queen Regent, his escorts and bodyguards 
were armed to the teeth with pistols and sub-machine guns. 


"For the first time in the history of Lobamba sub-machine guns were carried 
into the innermost part of Her Majesty's residence." 


Prince Mfanasibili said: "Mabandla was on a war footing and he wanted every- 
body to know it." 


Commenting on the release of Chief Maseko and himself after charges were 


dropped, Prince Mfanasibili explained that for a person to be prosecuted 
for sedition, the law requires that a certificate of consent must be obtained 


from the attorney general. 


But at the time of their appearance before the magistrate for bail applica- 
tion, he said, no warrant of arrest had been issued and no consent had been 


obtained.

[Excerpt] DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: What kinds of solidarity can be found at 
the [frontline] conference, bearing in mind that mere formal declarations 
are, so to speak, inflated? 


Salim Ahmad Salim: Even if this conference does no more than mobilize 
diplomatic support, that will in itself be a major contribution. The 

point is that diplomatic backing for the frontline states means a lessening 
of such backing for South Africa. However, I believe that this conference 
provides a unique opportunity not for a monologue but for a dialogue. The 
six frontline countries will present their problems, and our friends, who 
have come from all continents, will help us resolve them. I too feel 
rather frustrated with the proliferation of resolutions: there are hundreds, 
even thousands, of resolutions. However, that means not that resolutions 
are unimportant, but that they must strive to be more specific. This con- 
ference, which has rallied together governmental and nongovernmental 
organizations and individuals too, will outline ways of mobilizing practical 
aid to the front line. These methods are designed to lead to the isolation 
of the South African regime and the antiapartheid struggle and to exert 
pressure on governments that still objectively support that regime. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: In practice, what could these measures be? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: Let us take the example of the liberation movements: 
Any aid, whether in the form of monetary or material assistance or in the 
form of loaned material, is useful. So is aid to the frontline. Do you 
remember that a question was raised at the press conference concerning 
frontline countries still trading with South Africa? Well, it must be 
understood that those countries are trading with South Africa not out of 
choice but out of necessity. It is therefore important to give those 
countries aid so as to free them from this dependence on South Africa. We 
are trying to organize a conference on the coordination of development in 
Southern Africa with precisely this aim. This cooperation must take place 
in communications, transport and trade. 
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DIARIO DE NOTICIAY: If one of the conference's aims was to weaken diplomatic 
backing for South Africa why was there no attempt to hold it in one of the 
Contact Group countries? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: This conference is not only on Namibia. Its aim is 
solidarity with the frontline countries. This backing is the responsibility 
as a whole. The South African regime's aggressions against the frontline 
countries and the opposition to apartheid are not things that can be con- 
fined to merely part of the international community. However, there will 

be a conference in Paris--the capital of one of the Contact Group countries-- 
devoted solely to the Namibian question. The conference here in Lisbon is 
much broader and embraces people from all over the world.... 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: The Socialist International, for instance, is not 
represented, however. Does this indicate a slackening of international 


support? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: I do not believe so. I read very carefully Mario 
Soares' remarks to the magazine NEWSWEEK in this regard. His opposition 
to this conference stemmed from another kind of consideration. I may not 
agree with his view of this conference, but I cannot omit to stress that 
Mario Soares clearly stated that he supports the frontline countries. And 
do not forget that the Socialist International is planning a conference 

in Tanzania in support of the frontline countries. But to return to the 
question of the choice of venue for the conference, I would say that it 
took account of the Portuguese people's understanding of these problems, 
and it was very important that it take place in a European capital. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: As you said, Tanzania will be hosting the Socialist 
International's Dar Es Salaam conference. What support will your government 


give to that meeting? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: The conference agenda is still to be discussed between 
the Socialist International and the frontline countries. If this conference 
is held in Tanzania we will give it every support for its success not just 
on Tanzania's behalf but on behalf of all the frontline countries. But 

note that basically it is a conference in support of us and the issue should 
not be approached in terms of Tanzania's providing support.... 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: Mario Soares attributed to t!.1s Lisbon conference 
connections with Soviet strategy. Would you care to comment? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: Mario Soares is entitled to his own opinion and I do 
not intend to comment on it. All I can say is that our attendance here 
has nothing to do with Soviet strategy or with anyone's strategy. We have 
come to this conference to make our contribution to the struggle for the 
liberation of southern Africa. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS: How would you comment on the "linkage" theory (Namibian 
independence dependent on the Cuban troops' withdrawal from Angola) argued 
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by the Reagan administration, which must have had some impact on Western 
public opinion? 


Salim Ahmed Salim: I would be surprised if a public as intelligent as 
that of the West were to accept the principle of making a country's inde- 
pendence subject to an issue that has nothing to do with that same inde- 
pendence or that country. Namibia's independence is the responsibility 

of the international community. The Namibian people are entitled precisely 
to self-determination and independence: The United Nations recognized 

that right in Resolution 435. All the Security Council members supported 
this right. All of them. The resolution was adopted in 1978 at the 
initiative of five Western countries, and the Cuban troops had been in 
Angola since 1976. This issue (of the Cubans) lay outside the discussions 
both before and after the adoption of Resolution 435. Now the issue of 

the Cuban troops has been used by the South African Government as an excuse 
for postponing Namibian independence. It was a new element introduced 
when negotiations with the five Western countries and the frontline were 
right on the point of reaching a positive conclusion.

President Maurice Yameogo, toppled in 1966 and the reorganisation of youth 
movements. The CSP said the restoration of rights was being studied 
following a request from Mr Yameogo. 


On the latter question, the CSP said that young voltans would be mobilised 
for “anti-imperialist struggle" under the authority of the Ministry for 


Youth Affairs. 


The two meetings follow a tour of the country by CSP members to explain the 
policies of the new regime, which took power last November by overthrowing 


Colonel Saye Zerbo.

PRESSURES ON SNEAHV CRITICIZED

[Text] Commentaries by labor activists appeared in issues 2540 and 2542. 
The one challenging a [union] comrade's belief that he had taught everyone a 
lesson has been dissected in detail and pronounced “the last word." The 
other one claimed to be a methodical analysis, by means of congested 
dialectics, of SNEAV [Union of African Teachers of Upper Volta] and its 
achievements. 


Several aspects of these two articles caught my attention: 

--the promise to make use of "argumentum baculinum;" 

-~the attempt to chastise a teacher followed by a hasty and imbecilic judg- 
ment about the decline in intellectual standards; 

--the fallacious view that effort and organization on the part of a rational 
leadership is not improving career prospects for teachers. 


In this transitional phase between the "darkest hour" of Voltan syndicalism 
and the "bright days" which we must work for together, are such statements 
likely to rally the support of the great majority of workers? Really, for 
the success of struggles still to come, we must temper our judgments. 


The SNEAHV activist is an educator. This implies dignity, pride, love of 
children and thus love of the "people." 


For him it is not a question of beliefs, because !eliefs are enemies of 
truth and thus more dangerous than lies. Neither is it a question at his 
level of locking himself into certitudes, not even so-called scientific 
certainties. The educator searches for truth, making efforts that engage 
his entire being. Only through error can he approach the truth. 


Speaking of the argument of "weakness recognized" as an unorthodox argument, 
it must be said that it is anti-labor. In that connection, we know that 
"there are two ways to handle a dispute: with fists, or by discussion. The 
first is proper to wild beasts; the second is for human beings". Are we 
seeing "bestialization" of the CSV [Voltan Trade Union Confederation]? It is 
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possible, when one remembers that CSV's big boss and his group, the LIPAD- 
PAI-HV [Patriotic League for Development-African Independence Party-expan- 
sion unknown], organized a punitive expedition in 1979 against young AEVO 
[expansion unknown] activitst (in the UGEV [General Union of Voltan Students] 
section) whose only crime was not to have accepted their ideology. 


Moreover, the SNEAHV activist, who has been subjected to so many threats and 
been subjected to so many acts of violence, is hardened enough to withstand 


the attacks of some shady character. 


"Comrade" Tapsoba, who claims to have such a thorough knowledge of the 
language, commits a grammatical error tolerated elsewhere by bonnus [trans- 
lation unknown]. He generalizes, without even knowing how to make the verb 
consistent with his reservation. In plain words, Comrade Tapsoba used the 
subjunctive where he should have used the indicative. 


"Comrade," it is not only now that standards for teachers are low; they 
already were. The proof is that you, our product, do not understand the most 
elementary rules of the language we taught you. As teachers we blame our- 
selves for having trained people of your ilk, incapable of writing and 
ungrateful to boot. We are also aware that suspensions were few in the 
strikes of April 1982 that were started unbeknownst to the activists, 

decided upon under the karite trees of a non-loti [translation unknown] in 
the case of ZOGONA [expansion unknown] and by the dim light of a hurricane 
lamp at STOV [Trade Union of Upper Voltan Technicians and Workers]. You, who 
want to get rid of the head of SNEAHV to make it a tool of the CSV--have you 
gotten a massive commitment from your union rank-and-file? Or are these the 
lucubrations of a co-opted BNC [expansion unknown] member who is trying to 
prove his allegiance to the big boss? 


Let us turn now to the other article. 


This activist, whose dialectical analysis leaves no doubt about who he is, 
has woven a tissue of lies resulting from his ideological blindness. He 
Says that starting in 1977 certain unscrypulous elements were able to infil- 
trate the leadership of SNEAHV and gradually took over the executive board. 


After the great awakening of 1968, can he still maintain publicly that the 
boards from 1968 to 1975 were not accused of mediocre performance? Let us 
be even-handed!

GOVERNOR MUKAMBA DISCUSSES DEVELOPMENT OF EQUATEUR REGION 


Kinshasa ELIMA in French 1 Mar 83 p ll 


[Interview with Citizen Mukamba Kadiata Nzemba, MPR regional chairman 
and governor of the Equateur region, by Muya Muloway, regional director 
of ELIMA, in Mbandaka, date not given] 





[Text] Just before going to Kinshasa, Citizen Mukamba Kadiata Nzemba, 
the MPR regional chairman and governor of the region, granted an 
important interview to the regional director of the newspaper ELIMA 

in Mbandaka. It was at the time that the first session of the regional 
assembly was beginning its work. Several problems concerning the region 
were discussed during this meeting. The governor of the region showed 
his preoccupation with some controversial problems of his jurisdiction. 
The head of the regional executive did not mince his words about 
management in government departments, agricultural renewal and the 
eternal problem of poaching. The focus remains austerity measures in 
public spending, credibility of the government in the eyes of the 
public, collaboration and the struggle against wayward officials. 


The year 1983 is opening on new foundations. Will he succeed in 
imposing discipline, a rational working method in the administration and 
collaboration with the decentralized institutions as was the case 

during his first term of office? Citizen Mukamba was cautious in his 
remarks during this interview which is published here in its entirety. 


[Question] Citizen governor, could you give us a sketch of your 
activities in 1982? What has been achieved in the Equateur region and 


what still remains to do? 


[Answer] The year 1983 was baptized the great political year because 
of the objectives that the Zairian people set through the voice of 
their enlightened leader. He, indeed, acted to make a success of the 
qualitative and quantative renewal of our representatives in the 
legislative council, regional assemblies and the councils of the 
towns, zones and communities. These objectives were reached: our 
congratulations to the guide and the Zairian people. It is both a 
conclusion and the happy, Logical outcome of the policy of regional 
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economic decentralization which, well implemented, supported and staffed 
as the father of the Zairian nation wishes, will bring happiness to all 
MPR members. Regional decentralization still must be achieved. I would 
be angry with myself if I do not mention two other aspects of the 1982 
sketch, namely the summit of heads of state of France and Africa held 

in Kinshasa in November 1982 and the Third Ordinary Party Congress 

held in Kinshasa from 6 to 1l December 1982, in which the Equateur 
delegation participated actively. 





[Question] Now that the dream of regional economic decentralization 
has become a living reality after the 1982 elections which brought 
innovations throughout the land and the regional assembly has been 
charged with supervising the administration and drawing up programs 

of regional interest, how do you, citizen governor, view the future of 
your entity? 


[Answer] People say "many hands make light the work" and "two heads 

are better than one." Well, we have strenuously applauded the president 
of the republic's promulgation of the law on decentralization. That is 
why we took part in introducing innovations throughout the territory, such 
as the regional assembly whose chairman is a member of the party 
regional committee. Like every new organization, it needs to be 
staffed, supervised and advised to make its noble mission a success and 
it is my pleasant duty and that of my collaborators. Sincere, close, 
patriotic and revolutionary collaboration among the members themselves 
of the regional assembly and between the latter and the regional 
executive presages a promising future for the Equateur region. We will 
do everything to make it so. Still, the executive council must place 

at its disposal the necessary means, the means to give life to our 
development structures to achieve their goals. 


[Question] Before the law on regional economic decentralization went 
into effect, some people believed that the chances of your region 
surviving in this new organization were minimal. People spoke of 
immense , unused resources. If this view is reasonable, what solution 
do you contemplate to make your mission a success? The second question 
is, if the statistics of your official departments can be believed, the 
region has made clear progress in the agricultural sector. Yet the 
city of Mbandaka is in the grips of a price war because of the food 
shortage. Citizen governor, how could you put .n end to this evil? 


[Answer] These two questions reflect the tendency of those who wish 
to denature the face of the region economically even though they are 
poorly informed about its potential. When the Belgian colonists 

came to Zaire, theyimmediately rushed to mine the mineral resources 
of certain regions, to satisfy their technicai needs and accelerate 
the development of their processing industries. Unfortunately, these 
resources, like those not yet developed, will be exhausted one day. 
What would happen to Zaire? I think that, with its great undeveloped 
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or undiscovered resources, the Equateur, a region with an agricultural 
destiny, could come to Zaire's rescue. Most of the Zairian forests 

are located in the Equateur. The same thing is true of most rivers in 
our country which are filled with fish. This region has another 
advantage in the agricultural sector--there can be year-round cultivation 
here. As one can see, my region is quite simply confronted with great 
challenges to its economic development which can be met by organizing 
agriculture, stock raising and fishing. 


The Equateur with an agriculture-based economy is called in principle 

to play the role of granary for some of our regions less favored by 
nature, namely, the city of Kinshasa and even our neighbors in the 
People's Republic of the Congo and the Central African Republic. Despite 
these innumerable possibilities, we are not yet able to achieve this 
objective, to play that role, because the region faces several constraints 
which must first be removed and which are linked to agricultural 
techniques and methods, the structure and organization of farming and 
stock raising and marketing. It goes without saying that the peasant's 
poor training, the defective state of connecting roads, lack of 
agriculture credits, inadequate automobile transportation and the fuel 
shortage seriously handicap this region's progress. Obviously, since 

all these constraints arise from the state of the economy, the solutions 
cannot be overall, much less miraculous. This situation impels officials 
to be imaginative and have the spirit of enterprise to develop our 
agricultural, forestry, river and lake resources, not to mention using 
our farm products as industrial raw materials or as fuel. I am 
convinced that we will achieve this, following the theme of the MPR 
president-founder, the president of the republic who proclaimed 1983 

the year of strict management and of national effort to revive 
production. Note that right now our agricultural sector has really 

made clear progress. The prices of foodstuffs are increasing first 
because of the above-mentioned constraints and second, because of our 
policy of liberalizing farm and industrial prices throughout the country. 


[Question] Do you fear the smuggling of farm goods as is done in the 
north of the Equateur region with the complicity of merchants located 
on the borders with neighboring countries? Moreover, it is a public 
scandal that poaching is assuming more alarming proportions every day. 
At the same time, in the garrisons, people speak of the disappearance 
of weapons and ammunition. Do you worry that one day these outlaws 
will fire on the people? 


[Answer] The smuggling of agricultural products in the northern area 
of the region is a fact. It has already gained my attention. That 
explains why with Ofida's [Customs and Excise Office] technical 
collaboration, some measures were taken last year. The poaching 
problem is a great concern, especially in Tshuapa where people who 

are not civic minded use every method to serve their personal interests. 
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[Question] In the north and south of the region, corn production has 
increased on the order of from 1 to 2.5 percent. Unfortunately, this 
product has not been accepted. According to some information, in the 
south, it is however used to make "lotoko," a native alcoholic beverage 
which is a disaster to the people.. What measures will you take to 
dissuade MPR militants from abusing it? 


[Answer] From the medical point of view, our collaborators of the 
health services deplore the situation unceasingly. They stress some 
illnesses caused by lotoko such as gastritis, ulcers, stomach cancer, 
pulmonary tuberculosis, etc. 


However, the beer shortage is one reason corn is used to distill 
alcohol. Thus, the peasant masses resort to lotoko to satisfy their 
needs. Moreover, corn is not the only product used in making this 
native alcohol. Manioc, bananas also must be mentioned and these are 
our people's staples. No matter how much is produced, manioc and 
bananas do not sell poorly. On the other hand, the surplus corn crop 
which does not find buyers is used to make lotoko. It can be ascertained 
that the marketing system must be reorganized to avoid stagnating sales 
of some tarm products which might be used to make this alcohol. To 
fight this scourge, a wise policy would be to make a wholesome drink 
like beer available to the people at an affordable price. That way the 
peasants will gradually lose their taste for lotoko. The example of 
the city of Mbandaka is telling. Indeed, since the arrival of Bralima, 
consumption of lotoko is decreasing markedly. 


[Question] The executive council has drawn up a biennial program for 
agricultural recovery. What can the Equateur region expect when the 
roads are covered with obstacles and where endemic and epidemic 
diseases are legion? Will the farmers be assisted by the recently 


established agricultural bank? 


[Answer] The Equateur has the necessary resources to revive its economy; 
all we need to do is mobilize them to the maximum for our needs. The 

law on the national development effort and the 1982-1984 recovery 

program which you mentioned will provide us with the framework for the 
initiatives to increase production. The executive council is super- 
vising the new agricultural strategy to improve connecting roads and 

the means of transportation, train peasants anc provide for agricultural 
research and its dissemination. We are also counting on the agricultural 
recovery funds. Here are many ways to encourage the farmers of the 


region. 


[Question] At the beginning of your term in the Equateur, you made 
"credibility of public administration. and good management" the keynote. 
The president of the republic decreed 1983 the year of strict management. 
Curiously, it seems that a good number of your division chiefs were 
compromised in financial mismanagement at the time of the publication 
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cf the appointment of government employees and civil servants. What tate 
is reserved for these embezzlers? Why did you await the chief of state's 
proclamation to take action against these wrongdoers? 


[Answer] The courts will determine the fate of these embezzlers of 
public funds. I must point out that we were already investigating these 
embezzlers the day Marshal Mobutu de;ounced this situation and aroused 
public opinion in his closing speech during the Third Ordinary MPR 
Congress. 


[Question] Which departments give you satisfaction and which give you 
trouble? 


[Answer] I derive moral satisfaction from all my departments, especially 
the regional, agricultural and, currently, the urban highways departments. 
I have trouble with the civil service department and continual 
difficulties with the primary and secondary education department. The 
first department mentioned because its head does not collaborate 
sincerely and the second because of the dishonesty, irresponsibility, 
political maneuvering and incompetence of some subdivision chiefs 

and some officials responsible for coordination with church-affiliated 
schools. I congratulate all parastatal services, except the RVA 
[Airlines Administration] whose interim director is not up to his task; 
his president-general director is regularly informed about his 
representative's aberrations. 


[Question] Are your relations with the new ANEZA [National Association 
of Zairian Enterprises] regional council satisfactory? 


[Answer] There is nothing special with the ANEZA regional council. 

Our relations are satisfactory, even better. Let us hope that it will 
always be so. I only know that there is a small misunderstanding among 
its members which they will clear up soon. 


[Question] If the president-founder, president of the republic, visited 
the Equateur, what priority problems would you submit to him in the 


name of the people you govern? 


[Answer] I would give him a succinct, special report on all problems 
of life in my region. People say, "Tata aye, nzala es ili." I would 
not stress any aspect of my regional activities. 


{Questionj The people are planning demonstrations of rejoicing on the 
occasion of the head of state's elevation to the high rank of marshal. 
Can a meeting between Mobutu and the people of Mbandaka, the city 
where he spent part of his childhood,be expected? 


[Answer] The dialogue between Mobutu and the people, or rather, 
the complicity of the guide with his people is a reality I need not stress.

PRESIDENT CONSIDERED POORLY PREPARED FOR NATION'S NEW FIGHTS 
Cursed Copper

Lixcerpts/ "We were born with a copper spoon," President Kenneth 
Kaunda says readily. "The curse of copper,” retorts the agrono- 
mist,Rene Dumont who, on the request of K, K.--as they call the 
"father of his country" here,--—made an analysis twice of the 
Zambian sickness,.* Cursed copper, in fact, which will intoxicate 
minds and sap energies. During the first decade of independence 
(1964-1974), the Zambian economy would leap with an annual rate 
of growth of 13 percent, enough to justify some delusions, 

Zambia thought it was rich forever, It also would take it years, 
after the initial shock, to really understand that its red treas- 
ure, depreciated on the world market no longer was one. Today 
after having made its calculations and made them again, Zambia 
has finally come to its senses. The figures are harsh. In spite 
of a few transitory respites, the price of copper has not stopped 
coing from bad to worse since 1975. It even plunged for a time 
to its lowest level in the thirties, According to the experts, 
the slight rise recorded in recent months, is not a prelude to 

a lasting recovery. During these 8 years of recession, the G\P 
per inhabitant has dropped 30 percent. The index of copper pur- 
chasing power, which combines world inflation and the collapse 

of copper prices, harshly illustrates the deterioration of the 
rates of exchange at Zambia's expense: it dropped in 10 years 
from 100 to 26. In other words, with the same ton of copper, 
Zambia buys four times fewer imported products. 


Beside this final impoverishment, the rest is almost incidental. 
The whims of the raw material market are not responsible alone. 





In 1967 and 1979, the conclusions of his most recent report are 
contained in two chapters of Africa Strangled, a work written 
together with Marie-France Mottin (Le Seuil, 1980). 
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The ore content has deteriorated. Equipment has become obsolete 
because of lack of spare parts. ‘They modernized metallurgy at 
the expense of mining. Copper is being abandoned in favor of 
aluminum for a number of industrial purposes, consequently demand 
is declining, 


To these unfavorable factors are added the frequency of strikes, 
the lack of trained personnel and the too frequent rotation of 
2,000 expatriated technicians. Result: production dropped from 
713,000 tons in 1976 to 591,000 in 1982.* 


In the case of cobalt, the fall in the price was staggering: 
from 25 to 5 dollars a pound. Advanced technologies preferred 
instead of it, other metals which are less rare, the market was 
Saturated. Zambian cobalt is sold for so much less,since it is 
not the most suitable for superalloys. Because it concentrated 
too mucl: on its cobalt, Zambia has a year's supply on its hands. 
It could easily double its production, if necessary. Because 
they failed to agree on a joint marketing strategy, 4ambia and 
neighboring Zaire are paying the price today for their misunder- 


standing, 
Among the Largest Debtors 


The contribution of the mining industry to national wealth has 
decreased by half. The costs of production, which have con- 
stantly increased, now exceed profits. Consequently, the calcu- 
lations are simple. The ores, which provided in taxes and 
"royalties," up to 50 percent of state revenue, no longer bring 
in a cent, while remaining, or almost, the only source of foreign 
exchange (more than_95 percent of receipts). The first bene- 
ficiary of SYSMIN /expansion unknown/, a mechanism for aiding 
failing mining sectors, Zambia received a "flexible" loan of 350 


million francs from the “EC in 1982. 


what to do? Facing powerful and vigilant unions, it is impos- 
sible to close some of the 10 mines which employ a total of more 
than 50,000 workers. The only solution is to rationalize the 
operation. In merging the two mining companies last year, the 
state inaugurated a program of modernization, which is both 
sensible and ambitious. While awaiting b.tter days, it is nec- 
essary to operate the machine better, reduce management expenses, 
give preference to definitely profitable investments. 





Out of these 391,000 tons, 570,000 were exported, Zambia is the 
fifth world producer of copper after the United States, USSR, 


Chile and Canada. It is the second producer of cobalt after 
Zaire. 
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When copper "was flaming" Zambia spent and borrowed with mad 
recklessness, Today it is among the biggest debtors in the 
Third World, Its foreign debt is close to 4 billion dollars. 
The service on this debt is an overwhelming burden. The overdue 
payments in the "pipeline”™ are equal alone to 6 months of export 
revenue. Is it necessary to declare that the foreign exchange 
reserves are mainly negative? 


Zambia had only one option: request the assistance of the IMF. 
The latter turned out to be very generous. In May 1981, it 
opened in its favor a line of credit of 800 million SDR Meboiit 
Drawing Rights/ (930 million dollars) available for 3 years. 
This was one of the largest loans per capita ever granted by the 
IMF, which, as usual, had accompanied it with an austerity plan. 
But Zambia did not make all the efforts expected of it. During 
its stay in Lusaka, an IMF team was able to see K. K. leave for 
Pyong Yang on board a Boeing filled with a presidential delega- 
tion which was more numerous than necessary...Zambia continued 
to live above its means, 


All the same, it received a good third of the amount promised, 
then the IMF tightened up its purse strings. This time strict- 
ness, payment and order were imposed. The large reduction of 
food subsidies caused the price of nshima, this corn cake which 
is served at all meals, to almost double. The rise in the rates 
of interest curbed credit. The government eliminated some 
foreign exchange allocations, reorganized the central bank and 
started a rebalancing of the state budget (the deficit amounted 
to a third of public expenses in 1981). Wages were frozen for 


a& year. 


At the beginning of 1983, the kwacha, the national currency, was 
devalued 20 percent (Lii MONDE 8, 9 January). This depreciation 
will have as its only advantage improving the finances of mining 
companies and parastate companies. On the other hand, it will 
feed inflation which is already close to 20 percent. A battery 
of "stimulants" was set up to develop exports and adjust the 
balance of payments, while the budget envisages a net increase of 
capital expenses, Zambia, having made its contribution, resumes 
negotiations with the IMF on new, more moderate terms, It will 
lead in the coming weeks to granting Zambia a standby credit of 


230 million dollars. 


The infusion of new money will not be enough to prevent the de- 
cline, for Zambia's economic difficulties are of a long term 
nature. To the frailty of the infrastructures and the lack of 
trained personnel, fates of underdevelopment, is added the coun- 
try's landlocked location, which increases the cost of transpor- 
tation and especially the absolute dependence on the outside 


world, 














The Zambian economy is completely extroverted. Let one specu- 
late in gold in London and the price of cobalt immediately is 
agitated for several days or weeks, before settling down. Zambia 
is a lasting example of North-South dependence. Its fate is 
intimately connected with the moods and decisions of the multi- 
nationals, masters of the game at both ends of the chain. Up- 
stream, they participate in the production of "copper," down- 
stream they help to determine its value. 


Waste and Corruption 


But Zambia must also blame itself. Laxity and easy money have 
created waste, corruption and nepotism. The profiteers in the 
regime get their commissions, pad bills and embezzle public 
funds. Scandals of all kinds regularly appear in the news, It 
is the sphere of graft, deals and swindles., They have even 
stolen railroad cars, A typical example is the smuggling of 
precious gems, Statistically, Zambia does not produce emeralds. 
However, the latter are very much esteemed by the jewelers in 
Amsterdam. The explanation is simple: West Africans located in 
the copper belt mine them illegally and export them fraudulently 
due to multiple complicity. A member of the UNIP Central Com- 
mittee, the only party since 1973, usually forwarded them in a 
diplomatic pouch. 


The "code of leadership” established in 1971 on the Tanzanian 
model, to "moralize” politic:1 life, is no more than a faint 
memory. Every evening advertisements ask TV viewers to "strangle 
corruption.” An independent anticorruption committee has been 
established which, at least theoretically, will be able to charge 
offenders without referring them to the government. The latter 
hardly sets an example of strictness: the construction of a new 
UNIP headquarters, to only mention one example, in these diffi- 
cult times, is it an absolute priority? President Kaunda admits 
to us, "you cannot change habits overnight.” A difficult appren- 


ticeship, in fact, is that of poverty. 


Far From the Bush

[Excerpts/ Lusaka--A statistic says a Lot about Zambian society. 
According to a WHO study published last year, Zambia has the 
doubtful distinction of being the first country in Africa--and the 
third in the world--in the per capita consumption of beer. At 
Chainama Hills, the largest psychiatric hospital in the country, 
nine patients out of ten are confirmed alcoholics. In Zambia, 
either one is completely sober or one drinks to get drunk. Alco- 


hol is not a pleasure, but a stupefacient. 
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One day, President Kaunda cried publicly at the mention of this 
national vice. UNIP, the only party in power, voted some 25 
antialcoholic resolutions, which have remained a dead letter. 

In the cities, WHO declares men spend four-fifths of their spare 
time seated at tables before a bottle of beer or "chibuku," 
Since the latter is very cheap, one can get intoxicated for the 
price of three or four loaves of bread. 


Alcoholism, assure those who come to grief with it, is mainly 
the need "to forget problems." It corrodes the urban environ- 
ment with its procession of habitual evils: absenteeism, work 
accidents, low productivity, family quarrels, cancers and emo- 
tional disturbances. It is the sickness of a world of rootless 
people, yesterday's peasants attracted by the lights of the city, 
who have failed in the depressing suburbs. 


There are two Zambias, the gulf which separates the cities and 
the country is deeper than anywhere else in Africa. One, seduc- 
tive and overpopulated, the other, empty and neglected. Four 
rural areas out of five lack labor for the harvest. The dis- 
parity in income between the small peasants and the urban bour- 
geoise is striking. A few figures: 2 percent of the Zambians-- 
the richest--earn 8 times more than the remaining 98 percent; 
food subsidies alone on behalf of the cities, calculated Rene 
Dumont, were-—before they were reduced in 1982--three times all 
the funds allocated for rural development. 


The average urban income is 15 times higher than rural income. 
The domestic city-country rates of exchange are deteriorating 
constantly. Zambia has made undeniable progress since independ- 
ence in the fields of education and health. However, the TIMES 
CF ZAMBIA reports 3 rural residents out of 5 still live more than 
12 kilometers from a health center. lkarely has an African 
government neglected so much the peasants, abandoned for the sake 


of development. 


The Agricultural Battle 


In the agricultural field, Zambia's mistakes are typical, For 
15 years, it neglected food and made the major error of "under- 
estimating" agriculture, while increasing the difference between 
the purchase price of the crop to the producer and its value on 
the world market. The peasants’ standard of living declined 
continuously. According to a combination of circumstances often 
described, the peasant preferred to get along with self- 
subsistance or go to the city, rather than maintain with his 
labor an army of officials produced by a nationalized system of 


agricultural marketing. 
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What is more striking than indifference, is the lack of under- 
standing shown in high places for fundamental needs and the 
logic and mentality of the rural world. For, since independence, 
there has been a great deal of concern-—too much, no doubt--about 
the peasants, reorganized in several hundreds of--production 
cooperatives-—-the aim was to transform overnight illiterate vil- 
lagers with primitive methods into "modern farmers," with gleam- 
ing tractors, fertilizers and pesticides. An inexperienced ad- 
ministrztion, suspicious and poorly trained peasants: the coop- 
ererer” period foundered rapidly. All failed, without any excep- 
ion. 


Agricultural production began to decrease seriously in 1976. 

This decline, combined with the population explosion (+3.3 per- 
cent per year) forced Zambia to always import more corn to feed 
itself. ‘irain purchases overwhelmed the state budget at a time 
when copper revenue was collapsing. Continuing in this direction 
would have been suicidal. The 10-year program started in 1980 
aimed at correcting the mistakes of the past. 


Zambia is learning today the lessons of its agricultural failure. 
The substantial rise in prices and the reduction of imports have 
started up grain production again. "The producers’ response was 
spectaculer,” observes,Jim Woods, president of the Association 
of Commercial Farmers, This year, sown areas have increased by 
a quarter. However, this disproportionate progress benefits the 
big farmers more than the small peasants, who hardly have the 
means of buying fertilizers which are more and more expensive. 


Zambia enjoyed a record corn crop in 1981 which covered most of 
its needs, but the frightful drought which has struck southern 
Africa for 2 years hampered this recovery. This year it will 
have to import some 300,000 tons from Zimbabwe and probably from 
South Africa, without including 100,000 tons of wheat. In any 
case, while agricultural recovery is unstable, food self- 
sufficiency, with God's help, no longer seems beyond reach. 


Another healthy idea: break the monopoly of a tentacular and 
inefficient marketing bureau which sometimes pays the peasants 


9 months late. This bureaucratic monster, in the process of 
dismantlement, will be satisfied from now ca with distributing

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fertilizer. New cooperatives, less restrictive than their pre- 
decessors--—because they are not connected with production—=";i 1] 
take over decentralized marketing. 


The emphasis will be placed both on small agricultural units and 
state farms based on the East German model. Desired by the UIP 
Left, 18 of the latter will be established--2 in each province-- 
there where no commercial agriculture exists. In being trans- 
formed--as is anticipated--one after the other, into cooperatives, 
they will have more opportunity to succeed than elsewhere in 
Africa. The agricultural battle will be fought on many other 
fronts: rehabilitating conventional crops, more resistant to 
drought, encouraging research which has been neglected for a long 
time, making rural] credit more available, building silos ane | 
warehouses, But all this will not suffice to bring back to the 
bush the young people who have deserted it. 


An Army of Urban Unemployed 


Unemployment awaited them in Lusaka's shanty-towns. A million 
young people are jobless or, according to the unions, 40 percent 
of the labor force (one Zambian out of two is under 21 years of 
age). At Ndola they line up before the labor bureau. iach year, 
100,000 «ho graduate from the elementary school--or four ont of 
five--are rejected on entering secondary school. A few years 
later, they join the army of the urban unemployed. ‘Some become 
"mishanga boys," these urchins who are regularly “picked up” by 
the police because they sell individual cigarettes in Lusaka's 


"townships." 


The government depended on national service imposed on boys and 
girls for 2 years to limit unemployment. But the experiment, 
which was poorly prepared, has been suspended for the moment, 
while wanting to direct it more definitely toward vocational 
traininz. The rural exodus has been on such a mass scale that 
social services have not followed. Malnutrition plays havoc, 
especially in the cities. The “mishanga boys” are often former 
"Panta bebies," as they call here children with a poorly balanced 


diet. 


At Kitwe, at the headquarters of the MUZ /Mineworkers Union of 
Zambia/, the "boss," Timothy Walamba, condemns the rise in unem- 


ployment and reduction of personnel. He prepares the ground for 
the coming renegotiation of collective bargaining contracts and 
warns: "We will not accept any freezing of wages." We hear the 
same firm language at Ndola, with Frederic Chiluba, head of the 
ZCTU /Zambia Congress of Trade Unions/. "Une asks the workers 
to tighten their belts even more. But I know those in the 
government who wear elastic belts. Everyone must make sacri- 


fices." 
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After President Kaunda, Chiluba and wWalamba are the two most 
powerful men in the country. Is not their membership more num- 
erous than that of the UNIP? The Zambian trade unions represent, 
in fact, besides the churches, the only counterweight to the 
party's hegemony. The government is constantly tempted to con- 
trol them. The last big battle goes back to 1981, when after a 
round of strikes in the mines, K, K, had expelled from the party 
hierarchy for conspiracy 17 trade union members who are members 
of it officially. They were reinstated, then four of their 
leaders were arrested, held for 3 months and accepted again in 
the UNIP, 


These unstable relations express the ambiguity of Zambian trade 
unionism. Before independence, it had enthusiastically supported 
the nationalist battle led by K. K, After the state obtained a 
majority share in the mining companies in 1969, the interests of 
the government and those of the trade unions have diverged more 
and more. To this is added a conflict of strategy. The trade 
unions have always excluded subjection to the party, refusing to 
become a mass organization, in the same way as women's or youth 
movements, or a simple transmission belt between the government 
and the rank and file. “Our support for the party is never ac- 
quired in advance,” emphasizes Chiluba. "We interpret its guide- 
lines in our way and in the interests of the workers," he says. 


Influenced for a long time by their American and FRG counterparts, 
the Zambian trade unionists are social democrats, advocates of a 
mixed economy and freed from bureaucratic burdens. Concerned 

not to be neutralized or involved, they keep their distance from 
the government, while playing the game of "democratic participa- 
tion,” «hich allows them to influence decisions. They sit col- 
lectively in the UNIP "national council," a sort of party con- 
rress, but their chief, Chiluba refuses to join the central com- 
mittee or parliament. Between independence and compromise, the 


way is all the same very narrow, 


K. K. assures “the trade union and the party are the two faces of 
the same coin." "Not quite," corrects Chiluba who inherits, with 
respect to the government, the political base enjoyed by the 
former vice president of the republic, Simon Kepwepe, who died

Favoring progressive change and peaceful evolution, K. K. has 

not broken the economic mould inherited from history, but he has 
been satisfied to apply to it an encroachine_state apparatus, 
¥ith its hundred parastate companies, ZIMCO /Zambia Industrial 

and Mining Corporation/ is the third industrial consortium of 

the continent. Neither organizations or mentalities or livine 
habits have been decolonialized. The socialism of divine right 
inspired by K. k., in spite of the founding of a mass party, has 
not thoroughly mobilized energies, It is foundering in a top- 
heavy, inflated bureaucracy where sycophantic elites are prosper- 
ing. It obviously is not possible to solve Zambia's economic 
problems with humanist incantations. Is it to conceal this im- 
potence that Kaunda suddenly seemed to be infatuated last year 
with "scientific socialism?" He announced its introduction 
soon--as a compulsory teaching subject--in the elementary schools, 
This proposal unleashed a storm among the churches, not very in- 
inclined to pay homage, even if it was scholastic, to he who con- 
sidered religion "the opium of the people." A young christian 
observes "after all scientific socialism iS Marxism in Sunday 


clothes." 


At 60 years of age, K. K. does not have either an heir or an- 
nounced successor. A survivor of many crises, he concentrates 

in his hands all the powers--by virtue of a state of emergency 
never abolished--but he is a single man, poorly obeyed, capable 
of being influenced and often indecisive. His shifting positions 
often cause inconsistency, especially in the economic field, The 
secret of his hesitation-waltzes no doubt lies in an extreme 
difficulty in making a decision, whether it is a question of de- 
ciding between two policies, punishing guilty parties or turning 


his back on an adversary. 


kK. K. believes in the last resort, in the benefits of dialogue, 
even if it is with the South African devil. He does not down- 
grade his ministers, but he exchanges them. For 20 years, the 
Same men, at the mercy of reshuffles, work at cross purposes in 
the government's operations. Some, often brillant and still 
young, such as Alex Chikwanda, former minister of finance or 
Vernon Mwaanga who was ambassador to Moscey when he was 2] years 
old, have taken leave and rejoined the private sector. Having 
become apawambas (big businessmen), they belong to a liberal and 
quiet opposition, which one includes under the two convenient 
labels of “intellectual Right." They are in reserve for the 
state, before they are eventually recalled one day or other. 


K. K. has managed to satisfy regional aspirations, while strength- 


ening national unity. Descendant of a malawite family which 
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immigrated at the beginning of the century, he did not identify 
with any of the large tribes and he was able to control very 
easily the struggles for tribal influence. This major trump 
card Stabilized his regime and prevented serious confrontations 
in a country without real roots or unity, where some 70 Bantu 
tribes live and whose ridiculous silhouette indicates it was 
rough-hewn by the colonizer,. 


‘lonsignor immanuel Milingo, archbishop of Lusaka, recalle’ to 
Rome a year ago (LE MONDE, 13, 14 March) proved to be the firmest 
in calling the government plan an "unacceptable extreme measure." 
In a pastoral letter of August 3979, the christian churches had 
already clearly condemned scientific socialism. This doctrine 
they pointed out last April, "disregards human rights, denies 
freedoms and concentrates power in the hand of a minority." The 
faithful were invited to observe "a day of fast and prayers," as 
a sign of protest. 


Against Racism and Apartheid 


The vovernment, which has tried to be appeasing has toned down 
recently its crusade for scientific socialism, "The churches 

are alarmed without reason,” assures in a soft-spoken tone, 
keuben Ka-manga, chairman of the political committee of the UNIP 
Central Committee. "Is there a better christian than K, K,?" 

And Kaunda adds: "Marxism-Leninism exists. It is responsible 
for the destiny of a large part of humanity. Mao did some amaz- 
ing things. Can we ignore it? We do not want to adopt it as an 
ideology, but make it a subject of study on the same basis as 
other philosophies.” An opponent retorts, "who will one convince 
that a 10-year old youngster is capable of comparing doctrines?" 
Is this 2 much ado about nothing? Not quite, the churches, sup- 
ported under the circumstances by the trade unions, are a formi- 
dable force, jealous of their spiritual and moral role, which it 
is necessary to treat with respect, all the more so since Zambia 
is going through an election year. The legislative and presi- 
dential elections will take place probably between October- 
December 1983. Without becoming involved in the political dis- 
cussion openly, the clergy could, if one cefied them a little too 


much, discretely advise their flocks to abstain. 


Now Kaunda who will seek a fifth term, wants to be "reelected by 
a strong majority” and do much better than in 1978 (he then re- 
ceived 65 percent of the votes with a percentage of participation 
of the same amount). Consequently UNIP has organized a 2 months' 
campaign with a dual theme: "Register on the election rolls,” 
buy the party card." To obtain a satisfactory increase in the 
number of voters, it was necessary to extend the date limiting 
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registration, which says a lot about the apathy of the Zambians, 
It was also necessary to restrain the enthusiasm of some over- 
zealous members who barred access to public places to everv per- 
son without the valuable UNIP card, There then is a single 
party, whose political purity--the tribally balanced--"o0ld guard" 
would well like to recover at the least expense. It would be so 
easy for it to "toughen" its slogans in the name of "scientific 
Socialism," which has the double advantage of purifying the doc- 
trine, while strengthening the hold of the class in power. The 
young ideologues often trained in Fastern Murope naturally put 
their shoulders to the wheel. 


However, the influence of the Soviet Union--which has no real 
"clientele" in the central committ:e--remains modest. As is 
often the case in Africa, it is expressed especially in the mili- 
tary field. Zambia which expected a longer war in khodesia, pur- 
chased 16 Migs and some "SAM-7's." One-hundred and fifty Soviet 
advisers train pilots, protect missile sites and maintain equip- 
ment. Having accomplished their mission, part of them are to 
leave Zambia in the coming months, Lusaka is reimbursinz its 
military debt to the USSR with payment in dollars--and it is 
rumored without being able to confirm it--by delivering it cobalt.

Since the discovery of an attempted coup d'etat in October 1980,* 
it is reported that kh. K. is very concerned about his own safety. 
The secret services of the "Special Branch" have settled down in 
an imposing five story building and are increasing their sur- 
veillance of several hundred persons who make u; the political 
elite. The coming creation of a press council which, under the 
authority of the central committee, will be able to penalize 
"irresponsible" journalists is another sien of a tougher attitude, 
(However, the state already has two national dnilies). UVesnite 
all that, Zambia is not a police state and its people, warm and 
voluble, speak without fear to the foreigner passing through. 


A men of principle, K. K. has remainee faithful for 30 years, in 
any case, to the fivht against racism and apartheid. Haunted by 
the fear of a general conflagration in Southern Africa, he has 
never broken completely with this "white  ribe™ in the South 
whose stubborness seems to fascinate him as much as it disturbs

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him. He explained to us recently "the racist prime minister 
must be able to listen to independent Africa's point of view (Li 
MONDE 17 March).

With its small army of 16,000 men, Zambia is not able, it is 
true, to impose its conditions, It avoids provoking this too 
powerful partner. At Lusaka, the headquarters of the ANC--the 
main South African nationalist movement--does not shelter more 
than an administrative team, with the members having found refuge 
in Angola. In addition, Zambia inherits, as its neighbors, an 
economy oriented toward the South. Pretoria remains its second 
commercial partner and 60 percent of Zambian traffic goes through 
South African ports. It is a dependence which makes one refiect. 


The battle against apartheid continues, but Kenneth Kaunda, as 
other leaders who have been in power too long, seems poorly pre- 
pared for the new battles in Africa, less exalted, but just as 
necessary. He was the man of political emancipation, But is he 
the man of economic rehabilitation. Zambia, sick with its cop- 
per, has less need today of a renowned political organizer than 


of a strict manager.

KAUNDA ON METAL PRICING, LAW OF SEA TREATY

[Excerpt] New developments in sea-bed mining pose a real threat to Zambia's 
mining industry, President Kaunda warned yesterday. 


He sharply spoke out against the present metal pricing system which he 
said undermined the ability of producer countries to guarantee supplies to 
industrialised nations. 


He was addressing local and international geo-scientists attending the 
Proterozoic '83 conference at Lusaka's Mulungushi Hall. 


Dr Kaunda said despite the threat posed to Zambia by new developments in 
sea-bed mining she had signed and ratified the act and convention on the 
understanding that resources in and under the oceans should be exploited 


for the benefit of all. 


Zambia was worried by the refusal of the developed nations to commit thenm- 
selves to the convention which was intended to oversee the orderly exploita- 
tion of mankind's global resources. 


On the pricing system Dr Kaunda said the reliance on so-called open market 
forces as the sole arbiter on prices had seriously undermined guarantees 
of supply of metal to industrialised countries. 


It was not too much to ask the consumer, whose need for metal was critical, 
to agree to a just pricing formula. 


Such a formula should take into account the normal interplay of market forces 
as well as the necessity for protecting the mining infrastructure of producer 


countries. 

"Ever since CIPEC [Intergovernmental Council of Copper Exporting Countries] 
was founded, the developing copper producing countries have tried in vain 
to initiate a dialogue towards a more efficient pricing system. 


"The reluctance of the developed countries to forgo short-term gains in the 
interest of greater price and industry stability had undercut these efforts.”

PRESIDENT BANANA ADDRESSES INDEPENDENCE DAY RALLY

[Text] Harare, April 18, SAPA--Zimbabwe's President Canaan Banana said 
today that during the past year, the dissident menace had spread, posing 
an "intolerable threat to continued peace and national security" and 
playing into the hands of the "Pretoria regime." 


Speaking to independence day crowds at Rufaro Stadium in Harare, he said 
the Zimbabwe Government "was faced with a situation in which it either had 
to surrender power in certain parts of the country to a band of criminal 
gangsters, or it had to act to re-assert the authority vested in it by the 
overwhelming majority of our people in the February 1980 elections. 


"Government chose to act and did so in a decisive manner," he said. 


"The dissidents are bent on causing misery and division, and in so doing, 
are playing right into the hands of our enemies--particularly the racist 
Pretoria regime, which is always prepared to exploit any internal unrest 
in any of the frontline states in order to further its own policies of 
destabilisation and subversion." 


There was no doubt that the young men involved in these "despicable acts 
of banditry" had been misled by self-seeking politicians into believing 

they could overthrow the popularly elected government by force of arms, 

which was "an expensive illusion--the biggest joke in living memory." 


In spite of the banditry, Zimbabwe remained one of the most peaceful, 
stable and progressive countries among developing nations, the president 


said. 


The troublesome Matabeleland area should not be allowed to overshadow the 
very real and impressive progress the government had made towards the 
achievement of its objectives over the past year. 


In spite of an "exceedingly hostile" press campaign mounted by the Western 
media, the country's international reputation had increased. This was 
because of Zimbabwe's participation in international spheres, including 

its election to the United Nations Security Council, and the prime minister, 





Mr Robert Mugabe's role as one of the vice-chairmen of the recent Non-aligned 
Movement conference in New Delhi. 


Nearly 60 countries and international organisations were now accredited to 
Harare, and Zimbabwe had established 21 diplomatic missions overseas during 
the past three years, he said. 


Zimbabwe, "as a fully nonaligned nation," played a part in seeking solutions 
to conflicts threatening the world's stability. 


"In our own region, we continue to play an active role within the South 
African Development Co-ordination Conference, and are making slow, but sure 
progress in our march away from dependence on the racist Pretoria regime." 


On the domestic front, enormous progress had heen made in almost every field 
of government's operations. 


The acquisition of commercial land for redistribution to landless peasants 
continued to gain momentum. During the past twelve months, over one million 
hectares of land had been bought and nearly 9,000 families had been success- 


fully settled. 


The past year had also seen the registration of 310 new co-operatives, marking 
further progress towards the socialist transformation of the economy through 
co-operative development.

CHIEFS STILL POWERFUL FORCE, SAYS MINISTER

[Text] ANYONE trying to settle in a communal land will discover that a chief 
is still a power to reckon with, the Deputy Minister of Local Government and 
Town Planning, Senator Geoge Chinengundu, said on Sunday. 


Speaking at the installation ceremony of Mr Joel Musonza Mhandu, of the Chirata 
family, as Chief Makope in Chiweshe, he said: 


"Traditional chief in Zimbabwe's communal areas are the spiritual leaders and 
custodians of the nation's culture. There should be nothing in the new Zimbab- 
weans no longer recognise or respect their chiefs." 


The Government still recognised the traditional role of chiefs and had added to 
their dignity by guaranteeing their neutrality in social or judicial disputes. 
Chiefs should be seen as figureheads who should not be linked with social dis- 
putes. They stood to be respected and honoured by all as they would not wrong 


anyone. 


Senator Chinengundu warned that any chief who opposed the Government would be 
sacked because "this chief will have been sacked by the ancestral spirits al- 


ready". 


Chiefs should not involve themselves in favouritism nor accept bribes, because 
during the colonial era some chiefs obtained bribes from the rich and therefore 
their rulings or allocation of land was biased. Allocation of land had been 
given to the district council, whose members were voted into office by the 
people. If there was any injustice the people would vote them out of office. 
This could not be done to chiefs. 


The deputy minister said if any district administrator was found at fault he 
would be sacked by his ministry. 


Chiefs were free to join any political party they wanted because in other coun- 
tries they were members of parliament. Chiefs should attend council meetings and 
give advice because they were ex-officio members of the district councils. 


"They must also be called in to assess cases in village and community courts. 


Chiefs should also support the Government's development programmes by helping 
to rout ont enemies bent on frustrating the nation's progress." 
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Senator Chinengundu said as vechicles of communication, chiefs and councillors 
were to explain Government policy to the people and establish the meaning of 


the brothernood of man. 


"This is a great lesson we should all learn, of co-operation and togetherness 
of purpose, regardless of tribe, clan, profession or wealth.” 


He commended the Makope clan for having had no squabbles in the selection 
and installation of the new chief.

THREAT OF CIVIL WAR LOOMS ; ATROCITIES REPORTED 


‘Temporary’ Exile for Nkomo

/Text/ After hiding for 3 months to escape pursuit, Joshua 
Nkomo, chief of the opposition in Zimbabwe, secretly left his 
country to seek "temporary" political asylum in neighboring 
Botswana. Before his departure, Mr. Nkomo had accused Robert 
Mugabe, Zimbabwe's prime minister, of wanting to have him 
assassinated. 


This flight, following the atrocities committed by the national 
army's 5th Brigade against civilians said to be favorable to 
the opposition--"dissidents" according to the Harare authorities 
--dangerously increases the risks of civil war in the former 


British colony. 


Bulawayo--In Penendaba, one of the working-class suburbs of Bulawayo, Joshua 
Nkomo's large white house, with doors closed and curtains drawn, had remained 
empty for several days. It is likely to remain so for a long time, since at 
the age of 66, the veteran of Zimbabwean nationalism has again chosen exile, 


even if "temporary." 


For 48 hours, people had been asking here "Where is Joshua?" The reply came 
Wednesday, 9 March, in the form of a communique published by the office of 

the president of the Botswana Republic. "Dr Nkomo arrived in Botswana 
yesterday afternoon. He intends to remain here temporarily and explore ways 
to help solve the situation existing in his country. During his stay here, he 
will not speak to the press." The Zapu chief, it was also said in Gaborone, 
Botswana's capital, left Zimbabwe because of the "troubles" prevailing there. 


It is not known exactly where Mr Nkomo is, but according to Mr Ushewokunze, 
minister of the interior, he crossed the frontier, disguissed as a woman, in 
a Land Rover, before presenting himself to the Botswana authorities in Mohoengs 


near Francistown. 








The Zimbabwean minister of foreign affairs confirmed that Mr Nkomo, deprived 
of his passport 3 weeks ago, had left the country "illegally," but had not 
asked for political asylum in Botswana. For his part, Mr Shamuyarira, 
minister of information, accused Mr. Nkomo of wanting "to spread lies abroad 
about Zimbabwe, so as to discourage investors and backers." 


"I will never leave Zimbabwe. I have only one country," said Mr Nkomo last 
Sunday at the secret press conference where he announced that Robert Mugabe, 
the prime minister, had “ordered him killed." He did not keep his word, 
concealing his hand very well. On Tuesday, he had let it be known, by an 
emissary to the journalists present at Bulawayo, that he would meet them again 
that very evening. This strategem created a diversion for the plainclothes 
policemen prowling around the large hotels on the lookout for news and 
facilitated his flight. 


The old nationalist's decision marks a clear worsening of the open conflict 
setting him against Mr Mugabe for a year. Did he sincerely believe that his 
life was in danger? Many observers doubt it. It is difficult to imagine that 
a misfortune could have happened to him on the very day the prime minister was 
peacefully flying to New Delhi to take part in the non-aligned conference. 

In this regard, it should be noted that the working classes in Bulawayo them- 
selves took Mr Nkomo's words seriously and received them favorably, to judge 

by their first reactions to the news of his flight. 


Other elements came into play. For several months, ZAPU's chief had been a 
man increasingly restrained. He had almost no freedom of action. His party 
could no longer hold the smallest meeting, and hundreds of ZAPU party members 
were being held without trial. Two of his former lieutenants, General Masuku 
and Mr Dabengwa, accused of treason, had been appearing before the High 

Court for a month (their trial hearings are currently suspended). 


The government had not forgiven Mr Nkomo for his 28 January press conference, 
at which he was the first to denounce publicly the atrocities committed in 
the province of Matabeleland by the national army's "5th Brigade." The 
ministers and the press increased and hardened their tirades against the old 
leader, calling for his arrest and his party's "liquidation." In addition, 
Mr Nkomo was the object of several investigations which threatened him with 


being charged on at least four counts. 


He was criticized at one and the same time for having made "subversive re- 
marks,'' contravened legislation on trade in precious stones and tried to 
violate exchange controls. Any means, sometimes petty or unexpected, seemed 
good in order to discredit and neutralize him. This unrelenting effort to 

ruin his reputation sometimes gave rise to vague or contradictory ministerial 
statements. When he was prevented from going to Prague in mid-February to take 
part in a meeting of the World Peace Council, after having been held at the 
Bulawayo airport for 8 hours, the minister of security accused him of having 
wished to leaye the country under a false name. The argument was as absurd 


as it was baseless. 
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Despite this, the contacts bewteen Messrs Nkomo and Mugabe were not broken. 

The former allies met on two occasions during the past few months. A joint 
ZANU-ZAPU committee, bringing together three personalities from each party, 

had even been set up in January. New discussions were envisaged. But every- 
thing changed toward mid-January. At a meeting cf the central committee of 
ZANU, the party in power, an overwhelming majority declared itself in favor of 
an escalation of the repression. Mr Mugabe supported this hardening, 
irritated, apparently, to see the dissidents defy the authority and credibility 
of his regime. The army was given carte blanche "to crush the dissidents once 
and for all," according to the expression used by Mr Sekeramayi, minister of 


state for security. 


A Campaign of Terror 


Since then, the nature of the struggle against the rebellion has changed. 
Until the end of 1982, the hunt for dissidents entrusted to antiguerrilla 
commandos had been marred by "administrative mistakes" against the civilian 
population peculiar to this type of exercise. The entry of the scene of the 
5th Brigade, an independent unit trained by North Korean instructors, gave the 
signal for a systematic campaign of terror in the north of the province. The 
accounts of the exactions committed north of Bulawayo by the 5th Brigade over 
a period of at least three weeks, from approximately 20 January to 15 
February, are numerous, in agreement and overwhelming. Ccoldblooded murders, 
rapes, killings of women, children and old men, drownings, mutilations, the 
burning of villages: the soldiers of the 5th Brigade, recognizable by their 
red berets and their AK47 rifles, did not shrink from any atrocity against 
unarmed civilians in order to break the morale of a population suspected of 
sympathy toward the dissidents. 


Rather than seek contact with the rebels, the 5th Brigade had as its task to 
tear the human fabric which, according to the government, served as its 
protection. Any local ZAPU official was considered a suspect and classed 

as a rebel in power. Whence the will to destroy ZAPU's political infra- 
Structure. A farmer cited several specific cases to us where the 5th Brigade 
arrested and immediately executed, as an example, senior ZAPU staff in front 
of the inhabitants of their village. The soldiers had lists of names. This 
campaign of terror in no way arose from a lack of discipline or the zeal of a 
few hotheads. For example, the 5th.Brigade had been instructed not to disturb 
the white farmers in any way. The officers, several anecdotes attest, saw to 
it that these orders were scrupulously respected. According to estimates by 
religious circles, established on the basis of information received in bush 
missions, the 5th Brigade killed between 1,000 and 3,000 persons. The first 
figure is considered to be a strict minimun. 


In addition, the goyernment put a stop to the delivery of corm flour, a basic 
food, in vast regions struck for the second consecutive year by a serious 
drought and threatened by famine, even though, on the other hand, they were 
sometimes spared by the dissidents. The Harare daily HERALD reported this week 
that the inhabitants of some villages were compelled to eat grass. 
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The acts of violence in Matabeleland have aroused the concern and dis- 
approval of churches and humanitarian agencies. Robert Mercer, the Anglican 
bishop in Bulawayo, called on Mr Mugabe to have the activities of the army 
subjected to an impartial inquiry entrusted to Amnesty International or the 
Red Cross. "I have not yet received a reply from the prime minister," he 

told us. For his part, the Catholic bishop in Bulawayo wrote Mr Mugabe a very 
firm letter accompanied by pieces of evidence and specific facts. 


At their request, a dozen organizations were received by Mr. Mugabe on 2 March 
and expressed their concento him. These included the Justice and Peace 
Commission which was formerly at the forefront of the struggle against Mr Smith's 
regime. The commission, which had drafted a first report in November, is 
preparing a second one devoted to the recent exactions of the army. It will 

meet in Harare on this matter with the six bishops of Zimbabwe before the end 

of this week. In its March issue published on Tuesday, the Catholic magazine 
MOTO critizes sharply, and for the first time, the army's behavior in Matabe- 


leland. 


It is still too early to know how Mr Nkomo will behave in his "temporary 
exile." Will he keep his promise "not to speak to the press," in accordance 
with the obligation to maintain reserve? Quett Masire, the president of 
Botswana, would be opposed to a purely military approach to the Zimbabwean 
conflict. But he is anxious to handle carefully a neighbor who has been 
suspecting him for several weeks of taking in "false refugees." These would 
undergo military training in certain camps near the border. The HERALD 
recently accused "certain authorities" in Botswana of encouraging the dissidents 
to use "their country as a springboard" against Zimbabwe. It is certain that 
the flow of refugees has increased sharply in the last few weeks, going from 
a few persons a day to about a hundred. 


Atrocities in Matabeleland

/Text/ Bulawayo--Six bodies, stretched out face down near a tree and in an 
advanced state of decomposition. Two of the yictims had put their hands to 
their heads in a natural gesture of protection. The skulls have bullet holes. 
The dead are still wearing their aegged civilian -lothing. More than a 
kilometer away, two other corpses at the foot of a rock. Among the ashes , we 
can still recognize some bones, a jaw, a hip. 


A small group of foreign journalists discovered this macabre spectacle on 
Wednesday, 9 March, a half hour's trayel from Bulawayo. The corpses had been 
found by children. According to a farm worker, this summary execution goes 
back 3 weeks. Some soldiers of the 5th Brigade were said to have stopped a bus, 
made a certain number of men gt off before leading them into the bush. A 
little later, the witness heard the sound of automatic fire. Afterward, the 
inhabitants of the area were said to have discovered a total of 17 corpses. 
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Commenting of Mr Nkomo's flight, the minister of information said on Wednesday: 
"Foreign journalists should know that Mr Nkomo's statements regarding mass 
killings and alleged brutalities on the part of the national army are the 
product of his frustrated mind. ZAPU officials have organized meetings between 
foreign journalists and persons selected by them who have told them false 
stories, without any foundation. The government will take action against 

those journalists who spread false stories without verifying them." What is 
annoying to the minister is that Mr Nkomo is in Botswana; his supporters are 
very discreet, but the eight corpses themselves are really there.

OPEN LETTER ON TRIBALISM PUBLISHED

[Text ] THIS article has been compiled after three months of deep thought. 
Having studied abroad and seen the problems of Third World countries, I feel 
my small contribution will be an eye-opener for all progressive Matabeles in 


Zimbabwe. 


ADMITTEDLY, my fellow men (Matabeles), there is tribalism in Zimbabwe. 


There is nothing unique about this. Tribalism means a different language from 
another group's. The world over this phenomenon has been the reason for cultural, 
geographic and co-operation divisions. It has also led to hatred and resentment. 


Even in "developed" Britain the English separate themselves from the Irish, the 
Scots and the Welsh. 


Our situation in Zimbabwe is therefore not so unique. We onlv have to tolerate 
the fact that ours is a little more severe because of historical resentment due 


to the clashes of our forefathers 90 years or so ago. 

Worse still, we are at the receiving end due to our numerical inferiority. 
But let us view things that can be advantageous to us: 

The Zimbabwe Constitution is non-tribal, non-sectional. 

The Lancaster House agreement, to protect everybody, is still in force. 


The United Nations' laws are adhered to by Cde Mugabe. 
With all these legal forces watching the country, I assure you, nobody will but- 
cher us. Not even Enos Nkala will find an excuse for our complete extermination 
to enable him to be the only "honourable of all Matabeles". We are safe. 


Joshua Nkomo surely was a national leader in the sixties and still wishes to be 
one. But the tribal element of the country (not a unique thing to Zimbabwe) has 
thrown a spanner in his works. He cannot be blamed for this. 


Robert Mugate, too, wishes to be a national leader, but hasn't he failed? That's 
not being derogatory to our Premier. Legally and institutionally he is the 
Premier of the whole of Zimbabwe. He, I assure you, wishes wholeheartedly to 
represent the interests of everyone. But who is defeating him? We, the Zim- 
babweans, we, through our tribalism. 
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Don't throw the blame on the Matabeles; the Shonas themselves are doing it. That 
is why poor Mugabe found himself saying an unfortunate thing during his Manica- 
land Province tour: "...don't speak badly of Matabeles, some of them want to 


co-operate with the Government." 


Now, since Zimbabwe has been cut down the middle by this tribal element, can't 
we find a realistic solution? The onus lies with Joshua Nkomo. He is accepted 
by all of us Matabeles. Even Nkala has expressed frustration and surprise at our 


dogmatic subservience to Joshua Nkomo. 


If Zimbabwe is so tribal, and we are a minority, and there is an acceptable leader 
among us who is as brave as Joahua Nkomo, can't we use this to uplift ourselves? 


The Kashmiris of India did it with Sheikh Abdullah. He was the third in line in 
Indian nationalism and Nehru, but the communalism, based on religious elements 
in India, forced him to go back to Kashmir and uplift his people economically. 
You should have heard the deafening wails at his funeral from Kashmiris. 


How will we cry when Nkomo dies? We love him, but we still have a role for him-- 
to uplift us economically. But how? 


Through dissidence? No' 
Military adventures are a non-starter because: 


It is impossible for Nkomo openly to give instructions for them to fight the 
Government. Even if I was premier I would arrest him. The United Nations, 
Lancaster House etc would not save him. 


Things are not as they were, Nkomo is known worldwide. Don't listen to Emmy. 
Josh is World Peace Council vice-president. But as international a figure as he 
is, no one can give him arms to fight a democratically elected government. 


An excuse can be found to crush us if we go to war against a "people's" govern- 
ment. We will be crushed. Izkhali sezathatwa -- the Shona population hates us; 
not Mugabe's fault, but ours. So they will have the moral right to finish us off. 


Fellow Matabeles, let us forget that we, as Ndebeles alone, can ever rule the 
country. If we cannot win elections, cannot win through dissidents (do you think 
dissidents will win?), then how can we ever get to Milton Building? Never' 


Where lies our fate? In business. In economic advancement. We don't have to 
buy Zanu cards. Let them concentrate on politica, and let us be businessmen. 


Educations is also a solution. If we prove that dissidents are no longer in 

our midst by stopping being dissidents ourselves, then Mutumbuka will have no 
excuse for keeping our schools closed. Once he opens them, let's take the chal- 
lenge and study hard, compensate for our numerical inferiority by education. Ed- 


ucation doesn't need votes or guns. 


While our children study we parents should form business houses, factories, trans- 
port companies and co-operatives so that our children can get jobs in our well 


organised businesses. 
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Joshua Nkomo, an acceptable man among us, can come in then. He has admitted in 
the past that he likes making money. And all of us, including Mugabe, Know that 
Nkomo is capable of making money. Let him lead us in this adventure. 


About people like Cnhinamano .. . Yes, they are Zapu people, and above all they 
are nationalists. But poor Chinamano, Masarurwa, Msipa, Chadzingwa etc in a coun- 
try where tribalism has won. Their role in trying to unify the country is only 
negative. I respected Chinamano for one, for having said: "The day Zimbabwe will 
follow the politics of tribes, I will step down and Nkomo will step down from 


politics.” 


The time has come for Chinamano, Msipa, Musarurwa etc -- but not for Nkomo and 
Mugabe. But if Nkomo still wants to follow his honourable nationalism, his time 


is coming to an end. 


No Zapu Shona-speaking person will be crushed by the Government. True, but why? 
Because the Government Knows that their tribal sentiments are not entrenched in 

Zapu; since Zapu has failed to be a national party, its role falls away, so why 

crush it? After all they are kith and kin of Zanu.

The mental pictures are of soberly dressed non-conformists 
maintaining their right to interpret Holy Writ in their own 
fashion. 

To apply such descriptions to those Who relieve their 
political and tribal frustrations in acts of savage barbarity 
mitigates their blood-thirsty and cowardly activities. 

To readers of newspapers and viewers of television over- 
seas, the use of the term ‘‘dissident’’ confers a icgitimacy 
that is so unwarranted it is almost obscene.

[Text] Harare, April 12 (AFP)--The repatriation to Zimbabwe of refugees 
and emigrants whose papers are no longer in order is an "ongoing exercise," 
an Official source said here today following reports that 77 Zimbabwean 
refugees had been sent back by the South African tribal homeland of 


Bophuthat swana. 


South African radio reported earlier today that the Bophuthatswana authorities 
had apparently handed over about 200 Zimbabwean refugees to Zimbabwean 
officials since the end of February, the latest group had sought refuge in 
the South African homeland after fleeing army repression in Matabeleland, 


the radio said. 


Late today it was still not possible to obtain confirmation that the 77 had 
been returned. 


However, authoritative sources said that for several weeks now the South 
Africans had been sending back people whose residence documents were no 


longer valid. 


The returnees were screened by Zimbabwean security services to eliminate 
possible South African agents, but were then released and free to move 
around as they wished, the sources said. 


Since January several hundred Zimbabweans have fled from the south-west of 
the country, heading into the independent state of Botswana to escape the 
heavy-handed repression against "dissidents.'' The Zimbabwe Army is reported 
to be responsible for the deaths of several hundred civilians during anti- 


dissident operations in the region. 


The refugees include civilians and former guerrillas loyal to opposition 
leader Joshua Nkomo. 


Western diplomatic sources in the Zimbabwe capital said it was likely that 
many of the refugees had crossed into South Africa, which Zimbabwe's Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe has regularly accused of training his opponents 
before sending them home on sabotage and spying missions.

DEVELOPMENT OF SUPERIOR EXPORT QUALITY BEEF PLANNED

[Text] GIVEN the necessary economic climate and technical direction both com- 
munal and commercial beef farmers can increase production levels of superior 
export quality beef, the chairman of the Cattle Producers' Association, Mr 


Keith Harvey, has said. 


He told farmers at a "beef circus" in the Lomagundi District on Tuesday and 
Wednesday that Zimbabwe's present beef export quota under the Lome Convention 
would, if fulfilled, represent an estimated earning of $32 million in foreign 
currency by the end of 1984. 


"T am convinced that this figure could reach the $100 million mark by the end 
of the decade, provided that the Governmental recognises and underwrites the 
long-term nature of the industry and that we, as producers, demonstrate the ut- 


most confidence in our own future." 


There was potential for increased production from improved range management 
in the 75 percent of Zimbabwe's land classed as "nonarable", he said, estima- 
ting this figure at 500 000 livestock units. 


The four million ha of potential arable soil also presented "very exciting pros- 
pects" if committed to highly efficient integrated farming systems of crops, 
crop residues, pastures and livestock. 


With the universal adoption of such systems, which had been proved and practised 
by progressive farmers throughout Matabeleland, the size of the commercial herd 
could be increased by another one million livestoc’ units. 


Drought, political unrest, illegal squatting and encroachment of grazing, 


particularly in the south of the country, were causing serious problems for 
the beef industry, and that vigorous herd rebuilding would now be taking place 


! ad the many unfavourable circumstances not intervened." 


He said that in monetary terms the 5,5 million national herd and its related 
fixed capital investment was worth more than one billion dollars.

CLOSURE OF 'ILLEGAL SCHOOLS' ANGERS STUDENTS

[Text] SECONDARY school places are becoming increasingly hard to come by as, 
year after year, thousands more pupils continue to invade Zimbabwe's limited 


secondary schools with hopes of securing a place. 


So serious is the situation that many urban schools are demanding very high 
passes from potential first-formers. 


Those who fail to meet the required passes -- usually a minimum average grade 
of 10 units -- are in a difficult position. Most usually turn to the next best 


alternative: correspondence courses. 


But correspondence courses are very expensive in this country, and quite often 
pupils fall by the wayside as they find it difficult to meet the costs. 


It was in a bid to fight the resultant semi-literacy that study groups were in- 
troduced. 


"They are the next best thing to being in the street," says Jairos Jerl Study 
Group head Cde Herbert Ramushu. 


And they provide what correspondence cannot offer -- a classroom atmosphere 
with other pupils as opposed to solitary studies at home. 


Correspondence colleges usually provide written lecture notes which students 
at a study group can use. Students pay between $30 and $40 for their studies, 
some of which goes to buying these lecture notes. 


There is no question of age in a study group. One of the reasons why some 
schools are not accepting students is their age. Generally, study groups do 
not take into account when a student finished his Grade 7 or how good a grade 


he attained. 


Also an advantage over correspondence is that study groups have mentors who, 
paid by the Ministry of Education and Culture, help students with any difficult- 
ies they might have in understanding their lectures. 
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The correspondence student has to write to the college to have his problems 
solved. It takes a long time. 


The concept of study groups is, however, becoming umpopular. For some members 
of society have decided to cash in and make a "make a fast buck" out of the 


students’ difficulties. 


One such example is the plight of students at three study groups in Mbare and 
Highfield wnich fell under one umbrella institution called St Barnabas School. 


Two of this organisation's schools were in Mbare. One was nicknamed by students: 
"The HQ" and had 1 600 students. The other, called "The Apostolic" had about 
600 students. 


All three study groups were situated in churchyards. Rapid Results College 
provided the lecture notes. 


All three study groups were closed down on January 18 -- the opening day of the 
first school term this year. 


Neither the students nor the mentors had been told beforehand of the imminent 
closure of the study groups, they told The Sunday Mail. 


Therefore, fed up, they called for a ban on study groups. 


"The Government should take steps to close all study groups," the students said. 


They outlined points to support their wish: 


They rarely got first preference when looking for jobs once employers Knew they 
nad learnt at a study group. 


It was difficult for them to study on their own -- "You cannot do maths without 
a teacher's assistance," they said. 


In the case of St. Barnabas, the correspondence college which provided their 
lecture notes (RRC) did not allow them to use textbooks to complement their lec- 
ture papers and anyone found doing so would be "fired." 


Study groups did not and could not have subjects like physics or chemistry due 
to lack of laboratory facilities. 


Sympathetic mentors have also called for an immediate end to the use of study 
groups. 


Said one: "I think the system of study groups should be abolished and abolished 
completely." 


Having gone three weeks without a place to study and no mentors to help them, 
the students are back to school in primary schools where they can only start 
learning when primary pupils have gone home. 


Jairos Jeri study group students at Harmonie House are faring better, aithough 
two large rooms are having to house two classes each at the same time. All 
they need is a partition for each room. 
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Commenting on the St Barnabas issue, the Ministry of Education and Culture said 
in a statement that the institution was registered as a study group in October 
1979 and operated "normally" until August 1981. 


After that claims for mentors' salaries ceased to be made, from which the minis- 
try assumed it was closed. 


"Investigations have now shown that the man in charge continued to run what 
was previously the study group as an illegal school with two off-shoots. 


"He collected fees from the students he enrolled and it appears that part of 
the money was used to pay the salaries of the people he employed to teach in 
his school. It is not clear what else the money was used for because the study 
materials supplied to the students were woefully inadequate for the numbers in- 


volved. 


"It is assumed that the sudden closure of the three segments of this illegal 
school was due to the fact that the so-called headmaster had become aware 
that the Ministry of Education and Culture officials were investigating his 


activities. 


"In the circumstances, it is not surprising that he did not advise the students 
beforehand of his intentions." 


Contacted at his home, the former headmaster of the school, Cde Thomas Ruwizhi, 
at first denied the school had been closed. 


e students were sent to primary schools, because there were better facilities 


aN 


there," he said. 


However, when told of the ministry statement, Cde Ruwizhi said: "I cannot com- 
ment on anything at the moment." 


The students are paying $14 for their lessons. In their previous church yard 
schools, Forms 2s paid $30 and Form 3s and 4s paid $22. 


"But at least we were being taught," they said. 


The Ministry of Education and Culture statements advises doubtful parents to 
check with their nearest regional office of the ministry about the authenticity 


of an educational institution. 


The statement adds: "The ministry has every sympathy for parents whose money 
has been squandered, but there is little it can do to prevent this happening 
as long as people are prepared to support illegal institutions."

TEXTILE INDUSTRY EXPERIENCES SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES 
Harare THE FINANCIAL GAZETTE in English 25 Mar 83 p 


(Text ] ZIMBABWE's textile manufactufming industry is facing a major crisis. 
Reduced local demand for its product, together with increases in the costs 

of raw materials and massive wage bills for labour forces which are not fully 
employed, have resulted in major losses. 


At least one large company, Karina Textiles, is considering closure of a major 
factory if Government does not grant foreign exchange allocations for special- 
ised imported raw materials, or allow the company to retrench staff. The fac- 
tory, at Norton, is understood to employ over 300 staff. 


This follows similar cases recently where textile manufacturers have appealed 
to Government to allow them to reduce staff levels following serious declines 


in demand for their products. 


Spinweave is also in difficulties. A company statement in March, 1982, fore- 
cast a profit of $800 000 for the full financial year but now, subject to 
audit, the group faces a loss of $530 000 for the year. 


The company claims under-utilisation of equipment and over-manning at both 
the spinning factory at Glendale and its weaving factory at Kadoma. Heavy in- 
terest charges of $930 000 were also incurred during the year. Ina public 
announcement the company also stated that head office expenses at $430 000 


had become an excessive burden. 


While manufacturers did not wish to be named, a common pattern emerged when 

The Gazette contacted them yesterday. "Due to in.lation, the value of the dol- 
lar in the pocket of the man in the street is reduced daily", one factory 

Owner said. "This means that he has less money to spend on clothing." 


Textile imports from Botswana have also been hitting at local manufacturers. 
Imports for the eight months to September, 1982, were 64% higher than for the 
same period in 1981. These imports have been instrumental in reversing a 

$12m trading surplus for Zimbabwe in 1981 to a deficit of $8m by November, 1982. 
Protests about this flood of textile imports have been made both by the textile 
manufacturers' association and by the textile workers' union, who see the im- 
ports as threatening the livelihood of their members. 
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Local devaluation, since the cotton lint they purchase locally is tied to an 
international price. Although the product is grown locally within Zimbabwe, 
the price of cotton lint to local spinners increased by 20% when devaluation 
was introduced. 


Bearing in mind the reduced demand and high costs of materials, local 
manufacturers see the reduction of labour as the only course open to them to 
avoid serious losses and possibly even bankruptcy.

BICKLE PROPERTY RETURNED--Mr Colin Bickle, whose property was forfeited to the 
State last year in terms of the Emergency Powers (Forfeiture of Enemy Property) 
Regulations of 1981, has had his property restored to him. Last week, the Minis- 
ter of Home Affairs, Dr Herbert Ushewokunze, revoked the order, gazetted on 
October 15 last year, for the forfeiture of Mr Bickle's property. This was 
announced in the High Court here yesterday by Mr Louis Blom-Cooper, QC who 
represented the minister and who arrived in Zimbabwe from Britain on Tuesday. 
Mr Blom-Cooper told Mr Justice Gubbay that the order revoking the earlier for- 
feiture order was issued on Friday and it restored to Mr Bickle all his prop- 
erty with immediate effect, with costs paid by the minister. The revocaticn 
order does not preclude the minister from making another one in future, taking 
into account fresh evidence, Mr Blom-Cooper said. In that event Mr Bickle 
would have the right to lodge a recommendation with a review tribunal, the 
British lawyer told Mr Justice Gubbay. In a criminal court trial last year, 

Mr Bickle was accused of bringing enemy agents into Zimbabwe. He was fined 

a total of $8 000 for contravening the Immigration Act and the Customs and Ex- 
cise Act and given a suspended four months' jail sentence. Dr. Ushewokunze 
later made an order declaring Mr Bickle's property forfeited to the State.

MINING SETBACK--MINING has suffered a setback of at least five years because of 
the recession. This is the view of the Chamber of Mines president Mr Roy Lander, 
who, interviewed in Harare yesterday, pointed out that all tne mines in Zimbabwe 
suffer from cash flow problems and therefore carry a heavy debt burden. Once 
the commodity markets begin to improve, it could take as long as two years to 
clear the financial problems. This would be followed by implementing capital 
replacement and expenditure programmes -- including exploration -- in order to 
further the growth lacking at present." Despite t'.e closure of certain mines, 
he said, there was room for expansion in the industry, with most of the major 
companies owning deposits which can be developed, as soon as the financial 
backing was available. Gold had been a major beneficiary of devaluation, which 
had been good for the mining sector as a whole. Even stockpiled commodities 
would feel the effect. Mr Lander was cautious about the recession ending, 
merely pointing out that some indicators were positive. "Given the present 
static conditions, it is mainly coal which will expertence an expanding market." 
Wankie is due to begin delivery to the new thermal project at the year end, 
building up during 1984.
